HGHT ON NEGRO LED 
BY SENATOR PRITCHARD 


#ie Contended That the Republicans 
Had No Chance To Win Save by 
Accepting the Constitutional 
. &meniment—Every Ne- 
\, gro Delegate Barred. 


wzreensboro, N. C., August 28.—(Special.) 
Every negro delegate, including former 
Congressman Cheatham, to the republi- 
can state convention of North Carolina, 
was ruled out by the committee on ¢re- 
dentials at the meeting today. 

This action was decided by the caucus 
and ratified by the convention, accepting 
without protest the disfranchisement of 
the negroes of this state. 

The convention was called to order in 
the opera house here at noon today by 
the state chairman, Senator Jeter C. 
Pritchard. 

Robert D. Douglas delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome, which was respondcd 
to by Zeb Vance Walser. 

Senator Pritchard then made a speech 
of over an hour in length, the most im- 
portant part of which was the promise 
that the republican party would not in- 
terfere with the constitutional amend- 
ment. The senator said that when the 
people adopted the measure it passed from 
the realm of politics. The remainder of 
the state chairman’s speech was a review 
of the politica] history of the country 
since 1892, charging all the bad things up 
to the democratic party and passing all 
the good things to the credit of the re- 
publican party. In state politics also ire 
maintained that the demeacrats were ex- 
travagant, reckless and improvident, 
while his own party had been the re- 
verse. 

After Senator Pritcham’s speech and 
the appointment of a committee on cre- 
dentials the convention took a reeess un- 
til 6 p. m., a caucus being called for 3 
o'clock. 

Slate Completed. 

At the caucus the slate which had been 
begun at last night's meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee was completed. It was 
decided that the convention should nomi- 
nate Thomas N. Hill, the independent 
democratic candidate for chief justice, 
ang would leave it with the executive 
committee to decide as to the other two 
candidates for the supreme court bench. 
There was a spirited discussion over this 
- decision. Congressman Blackburn and ex- 
Congressman Linney leading the oppcsi- 
tion. 

Senator Pritchard and Congressman 
Moody supported the plan, Pritchard con- 
tending that only by this method could 
he be returned to the senate. Pritchard 
carried his point by an overwhelming 
majority. 

There was a brief session of the con- 
vention after the caucus and the com- 
mittee on credentials made its report 
ruling every negro out of the convention. 
The only contests of consequence were 
on the color line and in every case the 
dec'sion was against the negro. Ex-Con- 
gressman Cheatham was among the dele- 
gates thus ruled out. 


Pritchard Is Indorsed. 
Captain Charles Price was named as 
permanent chairman and R. H. McNeill 
as permanent secretary, after which tie 
convention adjourned to meet again at 
night. : 
Night Session. 

At tonight’s session the action of ihe 
cuucus was ratified and the course of 
Senator Pritchard and Congressmen 
Moody and Blackburn were approved.

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FATAL END TO 
FALL ON TRACK 


Charles Mallory, Boy Rider 
at Coliseum, Died Last 
Night. 


BENEFIT ARRANGED

After Leaving the Track Tuesday 
Night Mallory Complained of 
Pain in Head—His Death 
Was Due to Traumatic 
Meningitis.

CHARLES MALILARY, the Young 
Atlanta Bicycle Rider Who Died 
Fast Night as the Result of In- 
juries Received in the Races 
Tuessiay. 
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Charles Mallory, the 19-year-old ama- 
teur bicycle rider who was thrown from 
his wheel in the mix-up at the Coliseum 
track Tuesday night, died last night at 
6:45 o'clock. He had been in a semi-con- 
scious state from Wednesday night till 
the time of his death. The direct cause 
of the death was traumatic meningitis, 
produced by the blow on the head the 
young rider suffered in his fall. 

The accident that was fraught with 
such a serious result occurred In one of 
the amateur events, preliminary to the 
motor-paced contest between Bobby Wal- 
thour and Munroe Tuesday night. Mal- 
lory and Russell Elliott, two of the fast- 
est of the local riders, were riding the 
final heat of tne match race arranged 
between them. Just as the two rivals 
had begun their sprint in the last lap of 
the mile Fred Shepard, a boy 12 years of 
age, slid down the track and was struck 
by Mallory’s front wheel. Mallory’s bi- 
cycle was smashed and both riders were 
thrown, but apparently neither was se- 
riously hurt. Mallory was _gcratched 
about the knees and arms and had two 
teeth knocked out, but walked to the 
dressing room without aid. He tom- 
plained of a headache, but no serious in- 
juries were apprehended. 

It was at first thought that Shepard 
had started to run across the track, but 
investigation developed the fact that he 
had been watching the race in company 
with a crowd of boys’at the top of the 
track hebind the rope and was pushed 
down the track by some of ais compan- 
ions. He was badly bruised by the colll- 
sion and his right hand was broken, but 
otherwise escaped harm. 

At Work Wednesday. 

Mallory returned to his home at 121 
Baker street after the race and 
mentioned his accident, but stated that 
he was merely bruised and scratched in 
the melee. He was employed at the 
Georgia Bicycle Company as a repairer 
and went to work as usual Wednesday 
mérning. i: 

In tne afternoon his right eye began to 
trouble him and he consulted Dr. Camp- 
bell, who, after examination, found that 
three arteries to the eye had been burst. 
The rider returned to his home and 
immediately became very ill. He lost 
consciousness about 7 o'clock and re- 
mained in a critical condition till his 
death. Dr. Paine stated that the shock 
of the fall on the board track had caused 
concussion of the brain and that menin- 
gitis resulted. 

Mallory was but 19 years of age. He 
had been an enthusiastic cyclist for sev- 
eral years and was regarded as one of 
the fastest amateur riders in the state. 

He was married last December to Miss 
Grace Meyer, the daughter of Rudolph 
B. Meyer. The marriage was a roman- 
tic runaway affair. 

Mallory is survived by his father, W. 
A. Mallory, of 67 Powell street, and five 
sisters. 

The funeral will occur this afternoon at 
3 o'clock at Barclay & Brandon's chapel, 
and the body will be interred at West- 
view. 

First Victim of Track. 

Mallory is the second victim of the 
Coliseum track, the scene of so many arc- 
cidents. In May, 1898, Charles McGolrick, 
of Macon, was instantly killed by run- 
ning into a post while practicing on 
the track for the bicycle races to be held 
in conjunction with the Southern Inter- 
collegiate athletic meet. McGolrick was 
a student of the Alabama Polytechnic 
institute. 

Brooks Kline, in the spring of 1898, was 
thrown through a window at the top 
of the old track and narrowly escaped 
death. At the time of the accident Kline, 
who was then one of the leading ama- 
teur riders of the south, was training on 
the track with Bobby Walthour. Kline’s

Celebrated Infant Was Joy- 
ously Cooing in Arms of 
Its Mother. 


MOTHER MADE A CONSTABLE 
IN ORDER TO KEEP BABY 


Baby Was Sought Under a New So- 
ciological Law, but the Mother 
Succeeded in Holding the 
Infant—People All Fa- 
vor the Mother. 


Keokuk, Iowa, August 28.—A policeman 
accidentally found the now celebrated 
Kellar baby in the southern part of the 
city: He was serving @ subpena in an- 
other. case when the excitement in the 
neighborhood convinced him that he was 
near the hiding place where the mother, 
Mrs. Vina Kellar, had concealed’ the 
baby. 

The people were much excited for @ 
while. as they all favor thé mother. They 
thought that Secretary Park, of the 
Associated Charities, had obtained a ha- 
beas corpuseto get the sick baby from the 
custody of the mother, who is acting as a 
special constable. It developed that when 
the mother was made a special constable 
and given charge of her infant, 11 months 
old, under arrest for vagrancy, in order 
to give her possession in spite of the 
new sociological law, she took it to her 
sister’s house. é, 

The mother had instructions from her 
attorffey to use necessary force to pre- 
vent anybody from taking the baby, un- 
less with a court warrant. After finding 
the baby, thé attorney for Secretary 
Park advised him not to use the au- 
thority given nim by the construction of 
the law to take the baby from the moth- 
er, who was found by the trial court 
competent to keep it.

STRIKERS AND GUARDS 
I CONTINUAL CLASHES 


Troops Ordered Out Not To Break 
Strike, but To Preserve Peace. 
Troops and fhe §trikers 
Clash in the Anthracite 
Region.

Charleston, W. Va., August 28.—Gover- 
nor White has ordered the Second regi- 
ment of the West Virginia nationa] guard 
to the New rivér district, not, as he says, 
ito settle the’ strike, but to protect life 
and property. Colonel Morrison, at Par- 
kersburg, was given orders early in the 


morning to call out his regiment and pro--= 


ceed by special train to Thurmond, which 
will be the headquarters, The cause for 
this action by the governor is the appeal 
of Sheriff Daniel, of Fayette county, for 
assistance on the ground that the citizens 
refuse to respond to hig summons to act 
as deputies to enable him-to execute the 
orders of the court and on his declaration 
that he is powerless to protect life and 
property. He communicated with § the 
governor yesterday when his deputies 
were fired on in the vicinity of Red Ash, 
where they were evicting miners who are 
strikers ang who are in arrears for rent. 
Statement by Governor. 

Regarding his action in sending militia 
to the New river district, Governor White 
tonight gave out the following statement: 

“I ordered the troops sent because the 
sheriff of Fayette county made a formal 
demand in writing upon me and came in 
person to see me, stating that he was 
powerless, with a posse comitatus, to 
control the situation and keep*the peace 
and preserve persons and property in 
Fayette county from violence and de- 
struction; because repeated attempts at 
assassination had been made, several 
men had been assaulted and wounded and 
conditions exist, owing to the topography 
of the country and the’ numerous opera- 
tions, which made it impossible for him 
to effectively repress disorder. He de- 
manded aid to keep the peace and order 
and from investigations made by-4ne and 
the outbreak yesterday at Rea Ash, I 
felt it my duty to respond to the cal. 

“I have instructed ’my private secre- 
tary, who accompanies the troops to the 
New river coal fields, to explicitly state 
to all concerned that the militia is sent 
only to suppress lawlessness and to pro- 
tect life and property and not for the 
purpose of breaking the strike, nor to act 
in any sense as guards or policemen for 
any coal operator. My purpose ig to en- 
force the laws of the state.” 

More Trouble Feared. 

Thurmond, W. Va., August 28.—Every- 
thing is quiet in the New river coal field 
tonight and has been quiet throughout the 
day, save a little skirmish at Caperton. 
in which twenty or more shots were fired, 
but no one injured. The entire Second 
regiment, state militia, have arrived and 
are being distributed about various coal 
operations where on yesterday trouble re- 
sulted. Sheriff Danie] thinks that more 
serious trouble will soon follow. 
the strikers are becoming more deter- 
mined and that it was absolutely impos- 
sible for him to cope with the situation. 
It is believed that the sending of troops 
will tend to enrage the strikers more than 
ever and bloodshed may soon result. 

Man Killed by Strikers. 

Bluefield, W. Va., August 28.—There is 
considerable excitement on Crane creek 
and Simmons creek over today’s shooting 
by strikers. This morning John Ruble, 
a blacksmith employed by the Sagamore 
Coal and Coke Company, was shot by 
striking miners and killed. Reports were 
current during the day that a number of 
guards had been killed and wounded by 
the strikers, but investigation proves that 
Ruble was the only man killed. Ruble, 
in company with Barney Shumate, of this 
city, who had ‘been employed as a guaré, 
left the company store to go to a point 
on the works to stand guard, as the 
company feared a visit from a moh. En 
route they wWere fired on and Ruble fell. 
Shumate was armed with a rifle and 
opened fire gn the miners, who, after their 
first volley, fan. None of them has been 
arrested. The non-union men who took 
the strikers’ places are terrorized and 
a good many of them are leaving. 

W. H. McQuail, president of the Turkey 
Gap Coal Company, was fired at through 
a window, but was not hurt. A number 
of guards have been engaged and are be- 
ing rushed into the field to give protec- 
tion to the men who want to work to- 
morrow. 

At Caswell creek yesterday evening a 
volley was fired. by unknown men, and 
killed two mine mules and wounded a 
young boy who was employed as a driver. 
There is no clew to the identity of the 
men who did the shooting and a search 
by a posse for them has so far been un- 
successful. 

STRIKERS AND TROOPS 
CLASH IN PENNSYLVANIA 

Tamaqua, Pa., August. 28.—The first 
clash between the striking miners and 
the troops occurred this morning and 
five prisoners are in the guard house at 
the Twelfth. regiment camp, and Captain 
J. B. Gearhart, of company F, Twelfth 
regiment, is suffering from a wound on 
his shoulder, made Dy a stone thrown by 
a striker. 

This morning a report gained currency 
that the striking men were gathering in 
force to make a march on the No. 4 
colliery, where the Lehigh Coal and Nav- 
igation Company is mining and cleaning 
coal. The colliery is at the west end of 
the Panther creek valley, and the Gov- 
ernor’s troop was ordered to that point. 
Companies F and K, of the Twelfth reg- 
iment, were placed on trolley cars and 
run through the valley. When the cars 
reached Summit Hill they were surround- 
ed ify a mob of strikers, who Srew 
rocks at the soldiers and called them hard 
names. 

While ‘‘Jimmy’’ Marteen, an Italian, 
was in the act of hurling a stone at a 
car, guards jumped off and made an at-

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JAIL ETERNAL 
FOR THE JUDGES 


Unless Thev Comply with 
the Demands of Federal 
Court. 


UNITED STATES COURT 
ON MISSOURI JUDGES 


Sanborn Passes on Petition of 8&t. 
Clair County Officers in Jail for 
Refusing To Levy Taxes 
To Pay Railway 
Bonds. 


St. Paul, Minn., August 28.—The United 
States court of appeals, in an opinion by 
Judge Seaborn, today denied the applli- 
cation for writs of habeas corpus or 
other relief in the cases of Thomas D. 
Nevitt and Samuel C. Peden, judges of 
the county court of St. Clair county, Mis- 
souri, and sustains the right of a federal 
judge to carry out the mandates of a 
judgment by him. 

This case, the like of which, it is said, 
has not come before the courts since the 
early and unsettled days of the republic, 
dates back to a period shortly after the 
close of the’ civil war. St. Clair county, 
in aid of the construction of a raflroad, 
issued a large amount of bonds and when 
these became due, the cofinyt Sought to 
evade payment and t@ have the courts in- 
validate them. 

Judgments against the county aggregat- 
ing more than $200,000, however, were is- 
sued in the United States court. The 
county fought on, adopting every legal 
device to defeat the enforcement of the 
judgment until about two years ago, 
when United States Judge Phillips, at 
the instance of the judgment creditors, 
issued a writ of mandamus directing the 
county court to levy a tax for the partial 
payment of the indebtedness. The judges 
refused to obey this mandate, holding 
that the bonds had been illegally issued. 
Then came the order of arrest and com- 
mitment for contempt of court. The 
judges evaded the federal court officers, 
who sought to serve the writs of com- 
mitment, hiding in the roads and other 
unknown places. Meanwhile the county 
courts were not held, criminals went un- 
tried. civil cases could not be heard, 
the county roads and bridges fell into 
decay and other business commonly 
transacted by the county court was 
wholly neglected. 

Recently. however, 
covered the hiding places of the fugitive 
judges and arrested them. Their counsel 
petitioned the court of appeals for their 
release on bail and: for an order staying 
proceedings until an application could 
be made to President Roosevelt for a par- 
don 

In denying their application Judge San- 
born holds that a writ of hasbeas corpus 
cannot be made to perform the office of 
writ of error, as it is available only when 
a prisoner is illegally restrained by a 
court without power to make an order for 
contempt.

Roosevelt tonight is the guest of Secre- 
tary of State Hay, whose summer home 
is situated a few miles from here along 
the shore of Lake Sunapee. The secre- 
tary and his daughters met the president 
upon hig arrival and joined with the as- 
semblage in extending him a hearty wel-' 
come, 

The pre®ident delivered a brief address 
to the townspeople in which he thanked 
them for their greeting. He then entered 
Secretary Hay'’s launch Nomad and 
steamed to the Fells. 

It was made known today that Presi- 
dent noemevens a most immediately af- 
ter his return to Oy&éter Bay on Septem- 
ber 3, will make a fiying trip to Tennes- 
see and North Carolina. He will leave 
on the 5th for Chattanooga, where he 
will attend the conference of cue Loco- 
motive Firemen on the 8th. Sunday, the 
7th, will be spent in looking oyer the 
battle fields of Chickamauga. On the 
return trip Asheville, and perhaps one 
other place in North Carolina, wll be 
visited. 

Welcomed by New Hampshire. — 

New Hampshire's arms were oven today 
in readiness to receive the president. 
Long before he was awake a committee 
representing the governor boarded the 
train. The welcome they extended to. 
him on behalf of the state was. magnified 
later in the day in the smaller towns 
through which the train passed and at 
Nashua, Manchester, The Weirs and 
Concord, although the day was replete 
with the miscarriage of. arrangements. 

At The Weirs, where the Grand Army 
reunion was held, the people, Th the ex- 
cess of their desire to accord the presi- 
dent a fitting reception, came near caus- 
ing a crush which might have reeuilted 
disastrously. As it was, the president 
was for a time in the midst of a howl- 
ing, surging mass and was all but car- 
ried off his feet. So inadequate were the 
police arrangements that the crowd had 
entire control of the situation and much 
belief was expressed when the president, 
after reviewing the veterans, was escort- 
ed into the hotel for luncheon. Here 
again the carefully laid plans for his en- 
tertainment went astray, luncheon being 
finally served through the gallantry of 
the governor's staff, who turned in and 
acted as waiters. | 

The president's speech at the park, 
where the veterans were gathered, was 
most favorably received. As in ths 
case of Bangor he admonished his hear- 
ers to remain still and not to shove. A 
great crush occurred at Concord as the 
train was pulling out, and for a.time it 
was feared people would be hurt.

“The secretary recently invited some of 
the larger national banks in the principal 
cities to order additional amounts of 
circulating notes to be printed. Nationa! 
banks are entitled to issue circulation to 
the-full amount of their capital. The 
aggregate capital. of national banks is 
$700,000,000, but the banks have outstand- 
ing only 000,000 of circulation. ‘The 
secretary has hoped to introduce an ele- 
ment of elasticity into the present sys- 
tem. His suggestions to the various 
benks in the larger cities that they make 
preparation for additional circulation 
have met with very favorable response. 

“It is not his intention that they should 
issue this circulation at all events, but 
only in case of actual necessity and emer- 
gency. He does not propose to inflate 
the currency in any sense, but to be 
prepared to meet the actual currency 
demand should one arise. With this in 
view those banks which have made ar-

ISTHMIAN CANAL CONVENTION. 


important Communication from Co- 
lombia Received at Washington. 

.Washington, August 28.—An important 
communication in relation to the Panama 
canal treaty has been received by Mr. 
Concha, the Colombian minister at Wash- 
ington: The officials a t Bogota have in- 
formed the minister that special instruc- 
tions to govern the reply which Colombia 
will make to the modifications in the 
treaty proposed by Secretary Hay will 
reach Washington by September 15. The 
officials of the Colombian delegation here 
have anticipated the government at Bo- 
gota to some extent ang already have set 
about the task of framing a reply, which, 
to the best of their knowledge, will em- 
body the views of the home government. 
When the instructions from Bogota ara 
received the answer which they will have 
already drawn out wil] be made to har- 
monize with the latest sentiment at Bo- 
gota and it then will be presented for- 
mally to Secretary Hay. 

As already stated the modifications 
which were suggested by Mr. Hay met 
with general approbation in Colombia, 
but there are a number of changes which 
the Colombian government desires to 
make before the treaty is signed. The 
main purpose of the negotiations which 
have been going on between Bogota and 
Washington is to conform to the spirit of 
the canal act with that of the canal 
treaty. Rather important differences in 
the latter of these documents have been 
pointed out, but it is believed here that 
by virtue of the special legislation, pro- 
vision of the constitution, the difficul- 
ties encountered can be done away with.

John G. Carlisle Discusses 
Insular Decisions ‘Before 
Bar Association. 


PORTO RICO IS FOREIGN 
ON DOMESTIC TERRITORY 


Neither That Island Nor the Philip- 
pines, Mr. Carlisle Says, Can Be 
Domestic for One Purpose 
and Foreign for An- 
other Purpose. 
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Saratoga, N. Y., August 28.—John G. 
Carlisle, of ‘New York, former secretary 
of the treasury, delivered the annual ad- 
dress before the American Bar Associa- 
ton today. He spoke upon the power of 
the United States to acquire and govern 
territory, which, he said, was a question 
growing out of the acquisition of terri- 
tory from Spain. Unless the constitution 
is changed, which is hardly probably, 
said Mr. Carlisle, the law is the same, 
whether the territory is located in the 
eastern or western hemisphere. 

He next touched upon the limitation of 
the power to acquire territory under the 
constitution of the United States and re- 
ferred to the power to declare and ‘to 
make treaties. The territory acquired by 
military occupation, the speaker declared, 
is held by the same until congress can 
meet and substitute. civil for military 
government. Congressional power to gov- 
ern acquired territory was dwelt upon 
at some length and the Porto Rico in- 
cident tn regard to Imports and exports 
was alluded to by the speaker. 

“Porto Rico and the Philippines cannot 
be domestic for one purpose and foreign 
for another purpose,’’ he said. . Mr. Car- 
lisle quoted from decisions handed down 
by the United States supreme court to 
support his contentions. 

Mr. Carlisle said that the right of dis- 
covery is acknowledged by international 
authorities. The power to acquire terri- 
tory is derived from the same power as 
the right to declare war. Not only is the 
power to acquire admitted, but also the 
right to govern is admitted. 

“I do not believe that the power to tax 
people, to prescribe political rights and 
privileges,” he said, “goes to the extent 
of depriving them of a say in the conduct 
of affairs which concern themselves. Ter- 
ritory is not property in the sense of de- 
priving its inhabitants of the power of 
governorship. The government in a ter- 
ritory when ratified by treaty becomes 
defacto, although administered by the 
military. The functions of the latter, 
after the ‘recognition of territory as a 
part of the new owner, are merely to 
preserve order, to protect the inteests of 
the people, to see that they shall enjoy 
the liberties of subjects of the governing 
country. 

“When the treaty with Spain was rati- 
fied Porto Rico and the Philippines be- 
came domestic. Those new possessions 
could not become domestic for one pur- 
pose and foreign for aic‘her. 

“It was held, however, that Porto Rico 
and the Philippines diq not become do- 
mestic under the meaning of the revenuo 
laws. The constitution was supposed to 
be in force in Porto Rico when 1t became 
a part of the United States. 

“The trade with Porto Rico is domes- 
tic trade and the a uthorities of the port 
of New York have ruled that the reguia- 
tions governing vessels trading in foreign 
trade did not apply to those trading with 
Porto Rico. 

“The constitution does not expand or 
contract, but extends wherever our bour- 
daries extend. As the territory,of a 
country expands so is the jurisdiction ean- 
larged; or is decreased tr the territory 
diminishes. The nature ang source of 
jurisdiction is the same.”

CHINESE INDEMNITY FUNDS. 


State Department Has Decided To 
Begin Distribution. 
Washington, August 28.—The state de- 
partment has decided to begin at once the 
distribution of the first installment of 
the Chinese indemnity funds, amounting 
to about $480,000, among the missionary 
societies and individuals who suffered 

from the boxer uprisings. 

The claims commission, composed of 
Minister Conger, Secretary Bainbridge 
and United States Consul Ragsdale, has 
adopted the plan of reporting upon the 
merits of the claims in installments in- 
Stead of making one report at the end of 
the investigation. 

Their first report, which has just been 
decided, passed upon sixty claims out 
of a total of about 260: These sixty claims 
amounted in the aggregate to about $800.- 
000, so the first installment of the Chi- 
nese indemnity will not be large enough 
tv defray that total. Instead of waiting 
until sufficient money is at hand for this 
purpose, the acting solicitor of the de- 
bértment, Mr. VanDyke, recommended 
that a payment of 25 per cent be made to 
each of these claimants immediately and 
this plan has been adopted by the de- 
partment. It is expected that the total 
of the claims allowed will amount to 
about $2,500,000.

The Manchester batteries signaled 
the arrival of the train by the first gun of 
a presidential salute. President Roose- 
velt was introduced to the veterans, and 
when .he could make himself heard he 
began his adress, speaking as follows: 
“Any American who has a_ proper 
sense of the relative proportion of things 
must realize that to the men who fought 
for the union in the dark days of the 
civil war there is owing a greater debt 
of gratitude than to any others. Great 
were the deeds you did, and vital the 
need of doing them. We have encounter- 
ed many crises of importance, and from 
time to time have been brought face to 
face with great problems, upon the right- 
ful solution of wnich most of the nation’s 
future welfare depended. But to you 
alone it was given to face with victorious 
valor the one crisis in which not merely 
the nation’s well being, but the nation’s 
life was at stake. To you it was given 
to solve the one problem that if not 
solved aright meant death for our peo- 
ple. All of the work of the men who 
founded this republic would have gone 
for nothing had you not done your part 
well. You saved the union and you freed 
the slave, and thereb: freed the slave's 
master from the worst of all thralldoms. 


All Loyal Now. 

“We are now in a time of abundance, 
peace, and not in time of war. But woe 
to us if in peace we do not have ideals 
as lofty as yours, and if we do not live 
up to them.as you lived up to yours In 
the dark days of defeat and in the golden 
glory of the hour of triumph. 

“Among the greatest benefits of what 
you did was the fact that you have also 
left us the right of hearty and loyal 
comradeship with your gallant opponents 
who in fighting for what they conscien- 
tiously deemed to be right fought against 
the stars in their course. 

“We are all loyal Americans now—north, 
south, east and west—all alike jealous of 
the nation’s honor and welfare, proud of 
the nation’s past and resolute that her 
future shall stand higher even than her 
past. 

“We need to learn aright and to apply 
the great lesson of brotherhood which 
you taught and practiced in the four 
years that began with Sumter and ended 


with Appomattox. In the old simple 
America of our forefathers—the America 
which still for our good fortune exists in 
every district—there was comparative 
freedom from certain dangers to which 
the country as 2 whole is now necessarliy 
exposed. The growth of great citles and 
of individual and corporate fortunes—the 
tendency in great cities to divide men into 
groups and classes—naturally dimirtishes 
the realization of that essential under- 
lying brotherhocd which ought to be deep 
in the heart of every American. Looking 
into the mists of the future we see dark 
problems looming before us. We can 
solve those problems as we keep con- 


stantly in mind that each must work for 
all and all for each. In other words, we 
need to feel in our being the sense of 
brotherhood.”’ 

Molly Stark’s Husband. 

A presidential salute, mingled with the 
cheers of a great crowd, greeted the 
president as his train arrived. In ac- 
knowledging a salute and accepting a 
bouquet given him by Colonel] Sullivan, 
of the local camp of Spanish-American 
war veterans, the president said: 

‘It is about one hundred and twenty- 
five years ago that Molly Stark’s hus- 
band had a saw mil] here, and it strikes 
me you are a pretty good representative 
of Stark, Major Sullivan. (A voice, “He 
is.”") Stark did two things—he had his 
saw mill here, but when the country 
called to arms he was going to do his 
duty or Molly Stark was going to be a 
widow, and you, and those like you, who 
have done their duty in modern times, in 
the last few years, have been showing 
yourselves fit representatives of Stark 
and the men who founded our republic. 

“And, gentlemen, we have had a good 
deal of criticism about what our people 
have done in the Philippines. Those that 
went out there were our brothers, friends, 
companions. There was occasionally one 
of them that did something wrong. Well, 
we are not all of us immaculate at home. 
(Laughter.) There is every reason why 
we should put a stop to wrongdoing, 
punish the wrongdoer, be he soldier or 
civilian, and where it has been posstble 
to get at any soldier who did wrong he 
has been punished; but the fact remains 
that you and those like you in the Phil- 
ippines have written a new page in the 
honor roll of American history, and 
shame to us as a nation if we don’t stand 
behind you and appreciate what you have 
done.”’ 

President at Nashua. 

At Nashua, N .-.H., the president said: 

“Mr. Mayor, and you, ‘my fellow- 
citizens, men and women of New Hamp- 
shire, I am glad to have a chance to be 
greeted by you this morning and to ac- 
knowledge from my heart your greeting. 
This is one of the industrial centers, the 
prosperity of which has meant the pros- 
perity of the whole country. 

“Now, gentlemen, with any great 
change, no matter how beneficial, there 
are sure to come attendant evils. Th4< 
are evils and plenty of them connected 
with our modern progress. Let us get 
rid of the evils, but let us do it In a 
way that we won't get rid of the prog- 
ress at the same time. Let us get rid of 
any abuse attendant upon the develop- 
ment which has created such a city, but 
don’t let us commit suicide while trying 
to get rid of the abuse. 

‘“‘We are living in an era of great pros- 
perity, but prosperity by itself never 
made any man happy. The material well- 
being mugt be the foundation, but on it 
you have to rear a superstructure of 
kindly brotherhood, all striving for de- 
cency in public and private life, or but 
scant will be the good of prosperity. 
More.-than that, it is possible by govern- 
ment to create foundations upon which 
men can become prosperous, and it is un- 
fortunately easy enough by bad legisla- 
tion or bad administration so to par- 
alyze our life as to render it impossible 
for any one to be prosperous, but all 
that government can do is to create con- 
ditions under which prosperity can 
come.** 
Stranger Hustled Away.

Arriving at a stage the president re- 
ceived the greatest ovation of the day. 

The president said, in part: 

“Mr. Mayor, and Men and Women of 
the State of New Hampshire: It is a 
great pleasure to be able to come before 
you this afternoon and to thank you and 
to thank the others in your beautiful 
state who have greeted me so cordially 
today. As the mayor pointed out, you 
of New Hampshire have made your 
state—you and your forefathers—what it 
is because you have not sought the mere 
life of ease, because you have not shrunk 
from effort, from toil, because you have 
dared, by your labor and at need, danger. 

‘Now, it is just the same with a nation 
as it is with an individual. The nation 
that shirks its work, the nation that 
seeks only for ease, is a nation which will 
leave but a slight mark in the record of 
the great events of mankind. Who are 
the heroes of this nation? Who are the 
two men that you think of aft once— 
Washington and LAncoin. (Applause.) 
And why? Did either lead a life ot ease? 
There has never yet been a man in our 
history who led a life of ease whose name 
is worth remembering. Now, understand 
me. Take holidays. I believe in holi- 
days. I believe in play, and I believé In 
playing hard while you play, but don't 
make a business of it. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

No Stacking of Cards. 

‘About all we have a right to expect 
from the government is that it will See 
that the cards are not stacked, and If it 
sees that then we will abide by the deal. 
Now, that is the spirit in which to ap- 
proach the problems caused by the enor- 
mous increase in our industrial prosper- 
ity, by the growing complexity of our in- 
dustrial system. Speaking broadly, when- 
ever there is a period of prosperity, it 
will benefit all. Now, the great prob- 
lem that we should set before us Is to 
keep prosperity, to render its advantages 
less unequal; to try to secure a greater 
equality of its benefits, but above all 
never, under: any circumstances, to lend 
ourselves to the leadershtp of any who 
appeal to the baser passions of mankind. 
Evils have come through our very pros- 
perity, but in warring against the evil 


‘let us be exceedingly careful not to war 


against the prosperity. Now it would 
be perfectly possible at any time to make 
it unpleasant for the trusts—perfectly 
possible to prevent big corporations from 
making money. They did not make any 
money in 1893—and neither did any one 
else. Let us face the fact that there are 
evils. It is foolish to blink at these 
evils. If any man tell you that he can 
advance a specific by which all the evils 
of the body politic will be made to disap- 
pear, distrust him, for if he is honest 
he knows not what he says. Mankind 
has moved slowly up through the 4ges, 
stumbling, halting, rarely by leaps and 
bounds, generally by a slow and painful 
progression. The millennium is a good 
way off yet, and we are going to succeed 
now, if, as I believe, we shall succeed, by 
showing exactly the qualities which our 
fathers showed when in great crises they 
succeeded.”’ 


HAIL TO THE ONION. 


“The Rose Among Roots” Finds Its 
Defender. 

Providence Journal: The onion is one 
of those strenuous vegetables about which 
one cannot be indifferent. One either 
yearns for it with a passionate longing or 
else utterly repudiates it and everybody 
who has any trafficking with it. 

If one never had to take one’s oniluns 
at second hand it would not be so bad. 
If the law would only set apart one day 
a week for the consumption of onions 
and forbiq it, under penalty of fine and 
imprisonment-—preferably imprisonment— 
at all other times, it would be a *boon 
to the world. The onion hater would at 
least know when to take to the woods 
and how long to stay there. 

As for banishing the onion from the 
kitchen that would be a crime. There 
have been poets who kave sung its 
praises, but perhaps some of the prose 
rhapsodies are just as eioquent.

Berlin, August 28.—The entry of King 
Victor Emmanuel into the city today 
and his drive through the Unter den 
linden was advanced purposely half @n 
hour before the published time as a pre- 
caution against possible disorder. 
Consequently the great crowds which 
were packed into place an houf before by 
the police at the Brandenburg gate were 
astonished by the arrival at a brisk trot 
of a. gorgeous cavalcade surrounding a 
six-horse carriage, in which sat Em- 
peror Vvilliam and a small man in a dark 
uniform, pulling at a blonde mustache. 
The carriage stopped and the crowds 
' C@aged cheering in order to see whai 

would happen. 

The chief burgomaster, Herr Kirsch- 
ner, advanced and read an address from 
@ parchment scroll. Behind the burgo- 
Master stood bareheaded a hundred rep- 


fesentatives of the city in evening dress. 


The reading was over in less than a min- 
ute.- The Italian king then turned to 
the German emperor and asked him if 
he should reply. The emperor shook 
his head negatively, and the king there- 
upon shook hands with Herr Kirschner 
and thanked him. . 

A Geputation of young ladies advanced 
on the other side of the carriage and 
gave the Italian king a bunch of roses. 
He smiled, bewed, buried his face in the 
blossoms, handed the bouquet to a lacky 
and the cavalcade and the carriage swept 
through the gate and down Unter den 
Linden to the castle, three-quarters of a 
mile away. On one side of the thorough- 
fare cuilrassiers, dragoons and lancers 
lined up two deep, making a glittering 
barrier of color, while on the other side 
the people’s view was unmolested except 
by extraordinary numbers of policemen 
standing with their faces toward the 
spectators. 

The cheers of the people were sponta- 
neous and really cordial. They seemed 
650 to Generals Corbin and Young and 
their party, who had a row of good wipn- 
dows. The American officers admired 
the splendidly horsed cavalry more than 
anything else. The show was over in a 
few seconds. Shouting and the successive 
crashing of bands placed at intervals 
between the squadroas of cavalry 
marked the progress of the king and the 
emperor down the avenue. Their majes- 
ties later drove to the Italian embassy 
for breakfast and then again to the cas- 
tle in order to receive the diplomatic 
corps. 

The secretary of the United States em- 
bassy, Johm B. Jackson, represented the 
United States in the abs2nce of the Amer- 
ican ambassador, Andrew D, White. Em- 
peror William kept King Victor Em- 
manuel up late last night at Potsdam 
and had him out of bed at 6 o'clock this 
morning. 

The visit of King Victor has. been 
marked by the conferring of many or- 
ders, including the order of the Annun- 
ciliata, which was personally handed by 
the king to Count von Buelow.

Interviewed on Board La Lorraine, 
He Denies the Rumors That He 
Will Retire from the Man- 
agement of the Great 
Corporation. 


London, August 29.—In a dispatch from 
Havre the correspondent of The Daily 
Express declares that on the evidence 
of fellow-passengers of Charles M. 
Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, who sailed from New 
York August 21 on the French liner La 
Lorraine, Mr. Schwab worked extremely 
hard during the trip over, and never 
gave himself five minutes leisure. 

“TI boarded the La Lorraine at Cap de la 
Hieve,’’ continues the correspondent, “‘and 
found Mr. Schwab looking haggard and 
care-worn. He had been up since 5 
o'clock in the morning pacing the deck 
and waiting for the mail. At 6 o’clock 
Mr. Schwab was breakfasting, glancing 
hastily over a pile of letters and er 
gams and talking to his continental 
agent. 

“In an interview,’’ proceeds the corre- 
-spondent of The Express, ‘‘Mr. Schwab 
maintained he had come abroad for a 
rest and holiday, his physicians having 
advised him to do so, but he emphatically 
denied any intention to resign the presi- 
dency of the steel corporation, or to 
negotiate a new combine in Europe. He 
insisted that the utmost harmony pre- 
vailed in the management of the steel 
trust. Mr. Schwab said he had no plans 
beyond indefinite stays at the various.con- 
tinental health resorts, and an intention 
to leave business strictly alone. He is 
going first to Aix-les-Bains for a month.” 


CHOLERA LAYS. 
MANY THOUSANDS 


Dread Disease Is Scattering Death 
Throughout the Orient 


Epidemic Extends from Java to Ja- 
pan, and Almost Every City on 
Coast and Many in the Inte- 
rior Are Affected—Eu- 
ropeans Also Dying. 


Victoria, B. C., August 2.—The epi- 
demic of cholera is reaching alarming 
proportions on the other side of the Pa- 
cific, the outbreak extending further and 
having more victims than ever before re- 
ported. 

It extends from the island of Java to 
Japan and almost every city on the coast 
and many from the interior are affected. 
The disease, too, is being contracted by 
Europeans as well as natives. In Hong 
Kong, from the first of the outbreak to 
August 6, there had been 525 cases, six 
of the patients being Europeans, and oll 
deaths, of whom four were Europeans. 

In Tien Tsin the last report placed the 
number of cases for the year at 1,049 and 
754 deaths within the city walls and 1,015 
cases ang 953 deaths outside the city 
wails. In other places in China the pro- 
portion of cases and deaths is just as 
great. A dispatch says hundreds have 
died in Java. 

A writer from Kuelin Kwansi province 
says: 

“TI write from a city stricken with a 
violent epidemic of cholera. People are 
dying daily by hundreds. Outside the 
city over 1,000 have died. Whole families 
are reported to have died.’’ 

In Japan the disease is working fearful 
havoc.

The only paper which supports the presi- 
dent is The Diario De La Marina, for- 
merly the organ of the Spanish govern- 
ment, and at present representing the 
Spanish colony in Cuba. 

One of the principal causes of the op- 
position to President Palma seems to 
arise from the fact that he granted the 
Castaneda concession for the establish- 
ment of an electric ltght plant at Hava- 
na. This concession has been a subject 
of bitter discussion In the house of rep- 
resentatives and some of the members of 
the nouse are demanding Senor Palma’s 
impeachment unless the concession is 
rescinded. The impeachment. matter has 
been upon the table for the past week.

Vienna, August 2.—President Roose- 
velt’s speech on Monroeism -has caused 
widespread attention, mere. The Neue 
Frie Presse thitiks * was directed chiefly 
against Great Britain and that it sounds 
like an answer to the conferepce of the 
colonial premters. 

The papers believes.it will make a deep 
impression on Great Britain, which coun- 
try may find herself.faced by the pros- 
pect of war over Canada with a mighty 
foe, with which the South African states 
cannot be compared. 

“Mr. Roosevelt,’ continues the paper, 
“waves his bony fist against England be- 
cause the Boer war published to the 
world the poverty of Great Britain’s mil- 
itary forces.’’ 

The paper concludes as follows: 

“It must not be forgotten that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s fanfare was sounded in an 
election speecn.. If the head of an Eu- 
ropean state had spoken in such a man- 
ner one might anticipate war in the near 
future. But American election speeches 
are only judgable from an American 
standpoint." 

The Yeues Weiner Tagblatt says: 

“The speech is a forecast of the plat- 
form for the next campaign and it is not 
intended as a warning to Europe, though 
it comes just at the right time, when the 
Buropean governments are considering 
a renewal of their commercial treaties.”’ 


MONOPOLY OF FRUIT TRADE. 


American Company Will Control the 
Business in Jamaica. 
Kingston, Jamaica, August 28.—By the 
conclusion effected in London between 
Elder, Dempster & Co., of Liverpool, 
the Fyfes, of Aberdeen, the imperial di- 
rest West Indian mail service and the 
United Fruit Company of New Orleans 
and Boston, the latter concern obtains a 
monopoly of the Jamaican fruit trade and 
controls the British as well as the Ameri- 
can fruit markets. The United Fruit 
Company henceforth will load every Brit- 
ish fruit ship operated by Elder, Demp- 
ster & Co, The conclusion of this combi- 
nation was announced here today and 
the plan is creating the utmost dissatis- 
faction among the fruit growers of the 
island and the public generally. Jamaica 
pays half of the subsidy received annual- 
ly by the Imperial Direct West India line. 


SHARW EXPLAINS CIRCULAR. 


Cigars Cannot Be Imported Under 
Order. 

Washington, August 28.—Secretary 
Shaw has issued the following clivcular 
regarding the free entry of personal ef- 
fects under the act of 1897: 

‘To Collectors and Others Officers of 
the Customs: It having been brought to 
the attention of the department that cer- 
tain persons have sought to place a strain- 
ed construction upon the department cir- 
cular No. 48, the following explanation 
thereof and supplemental instructions are 
hereby issued; 

“The language employed in the circular 
referred to is as follows: ‘Exemption from 
duty will be allowed on. wearing appa- 
rel, artic#,s of personal adornfent, toilet 
articles a such other personal effects 
of a value not exceeding $100 as are or- 
dinarily purchased abroad by tourists, 
provided they are not intended for the 
use of other persons or for sale.’ 

“There is no warrant in this language 
or any ruling of the department that jus- 
tifles the importation of cigars, spiritous, 
vinous or malt liquors in any other quan- 
tity or manner than provided by law; 
neither is there anything in the circular 
to warrant the exemption of merchandise 
as such from duties. The department 
holds that exempt articles must in a sens2 
be similar; that is, they must be of th~ 
same general class of articles as tourists 
ordinarily purchase abroad. Customs of- 
ficials are expected to protect the reve- 
nues of the country, but they are not ex- 
pected to administer the laws with capti- 
ous and vexatious discriminations.”’

Killed in Wreck on Chicago Eastern 
Railroad. 

Terre Haute, Ind., August 28.—The 
northbound passenger train on the Chica- 
go and Eastern Illinois ratiway was 
wrecked at Cauga, Ind., 38 mfles north of 
here about 12:30 o’clock today. Engineer 
Carey and Fireman Lee, of Cniicago, were 
instantly killed. The passengers escaped 
with a severe shaking up. 


PITCHER ATTACKS 


Virgil Garvim Knocks Policeman Out 
at Chicago. 

Chicago, August 28.—Pitcher Virgil Gar- 
vin, the crack ball tosser, of the @hicago 
American League basebal team, made an 
attack on a policeman this evening, whom 
he knocked senseless by a blow with his 
revolver, with the same weapon he lodg- 
ed a bullet in the shoulder of Lawrence 
Flanigan, a saloonkeeper, inflicting a 
slight wound, and then made hfs eScape. 
The performance is said to have follow- 
ed an unsuccessful attempt to borrow 
money from Flanigan.

Vienna, August 28.—Lieutenant Kégfit- 
vitch Mattasich, a friend of Princess Lou- 
ise of Coburg, who was sentenced to six 
years’ imprisonment for the alleged for- 
gery of a bill for $6,000 in the name of 
the Archduchess Stephanie, has been par- 
doned by Emperor Francis Joseph after 
serving forty-four months of his sentence.

ONY FIST CAUSES 
SENSATION IN EUROPE 
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PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


Whose Recent Utterances Have 
Caused a Sensation in European 
Capitals. 
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TROOPS RUSHED 
TO MEET REBELS 


Colombian Government Is 
Fearful of Attacks on Pan- 
ama~and Colon. 


GENERAL HERRERA LEADS 
FORCES AGAINST TOWNS 


Both the Rebels and Government 
Nearly at End of Resources, and 
One Battle May Settle 
the Fate of the 
Isthmus. 


Kingston, Jamaica, August 28.—The 
Steamer Nicaraguan reached here from 
Colon, Colombia, today bringing reports 
that the situation on the isthmus is still 
critical. The Colombian government is 
concentrating troops from all quarters at 
Panama and Colon to meet the expected 
attacks at these ports of the rebels under 
General Herrera. 

Considerable anxiety has been caused 
by the reported victory of the insurgents 
at Agua Dulce, especially among the 
British residents of Colon, who fear that 
that place may ‘be attacked when no 
British warship is in thé harbor. It is 
Said upon reliable authority that both the 
Colombian government and the insur- 
gents are nearing the ends of their ra- 
sources. 

Washington, August 28.—Advices_re- 
ceived from Colombia today state that the 
attacking force at Agua Dulce consists of 
practically all the rebels on the isthmus, 
about 2,500 in number, and the govern- 
ment troops who are holding out im®the 
town number 2,200. 

The government forces are strongly in- 
trenched and it is said that even without 
outside assistance they can hold Agua 
Dulce for at least ten or twelve days 
and possibly longer if food supplies do 
not give out.

WORRIED BY DARK PROBLEM. 


Negro Question Is Discussed by Lon- 


‘LO}IPY uop 
London, August 28.—Apparently inspir- 


ed by the native problem, which is loom- 
ing in South Africa, The Daily Telegraph 
this morning pubighes a significant edi- 
torial on the negr&question in which it 
insists for the Angfo-Saxon race a more 
serious and urgent problem, the “yellow 
danger.’””’ The paper confesses that the 
ideals which underlaid the emancipation 
movement have quite failed of realization, 
that it has been proved throughout the 
world that the negro ts incapable of work- 
ing out his own salvation and that the 
theory of electoral equality is a delusion 
mischievous to both negroes and whites. 

“The negro franchise in the southern 
states of America,’’ says the paper, “‘is 
already a farce, and its suppression in all 
but exceptional cases cannot, in al! prob- 
aoility, be permanently deferred.”’ 

In conclusion the article says: 

“What is to be the ultimate destiny 
of the vast and multiplying black popula- 
tion of South Africa? That is the prob- 
lem which looms behind every other.”’ 


SEVERAL HUNDRED KILLED. 


Landslides Destroy Many People in 
s India. 

Calcutta, August 28.—A great disaster 
is reported from the native state of Se- 
pal. The rivers Raghmati and Visanu- 
mati overflowed their banks and caused 
serious landslides in the Khatmandu. 
The cities of Bhauton and Patna were 
greatiy damaged and several hundred per- 
sons were killed.

Tonight search- 
light signdis are being exchanged with 
New London. What is believed to be the 
largest searchlight in the United States 
has been mounted at the top of Pros- 
pect Mount, and the New London shore, 
5 miles away, can be plainly seen when 
the light is turned in that direction. .

The woman teacher buys what 
she is able to pay for and is prompt 
in paying her bills; and being straight- 
forward and to the point herself, there 
is no temptation in her presence to d>- 
ceive, to overstate, to understate, or to 
say anything different from the facts. 
Penis is a well deserved tribute to the 
woman teacher, and will find a response 
among business men generally; but it is 
only one instance of the changed atti- 
tude of the public toward her. It was 
not long ago when a woman who entered 
upon the calling of a teacher was sup- 
posed to efface herself; to have done 
with the pleasures of the world and to 
bound hér horizon with the walls of the 
scheol room; her chief concern to please 
the parents of her pupils. But teaching 
is no longer a makeshift, but a settled 
and recognized occupation, to many 
phases of which women are far better 
adapted than their brothers. It is real- 
ized that teaching is a profession that 
requires study, just as law or therapeu- 
tics, and calls for the exercise of quali- 
ties special to its duties. As a result of 
their c attitude toward themselves 
and of the public toward them. women 
have learned to take care of themselves 
with a self-reliant independence, and they 
do it without braggadocio or swagger, 
and without losing those womanly qual!- 
ties that create respect for the sex.

_ Education To Meet at 
University. 


OBJECT OF THE MEETING 
ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE 


Nearly Every Official Has Signified 
- Intetiion fo Be Present—Rail- 
roads Grant One and Third 
Rate—Expenses Will Be 
light in Athens. 


Athens, Ga., August 28.—(Special.)— 
Chancellor Hill, in speaking of the meet- 
ing of the county superintendents of ed- 
ucation, to be held in the university 
of Georgia building September 10, li and 
2, says: ; 

“This meeting was arranged at the 
regular annual meeting of the association 
at Augusta in May last. The object of 
| the meeting, as announced in the circu- 
lar sent out by Hon. G. R. Glenn, the 
president of the association, is a round 
table conference in which the needs of 


| public education in each county are to 


be ascertained and educational statistics 
gathered; this information to be furnish- 
ed to members of the general educational 
board, whose officers will] be present. 

“Nearly all the county superintendents 
of oducation in the state have signified 
their intention to be present. Six have 
not been heard from. Where any su- 
perintendent cannot attend he has been 
asked to send in his place some member 
of the county board. 

“The day sessions will be devoted to 
these round table conferences and the 
eliciting of information. At the night 
meetings there will be public addresses. 
Among them will be one by Dr. C. D. 
McIver, of tne State Normal school, of 
Greensboro, N. C., who is one of the 
most rousing and eloquent speakers in 
America on the subject of popular edu- 
cation. It is expected also that Govern- 
or-elect J. M. Terrell will be present and 
make an address during the meeting. 

“The superintendents will be accom- 
modated, so far as they desire, in, the 
university dormitories and will take their 
meals at Denmark dining hall. The rate 
is $1 per day for all expenses. 

“The Windsor and Imperial hotels have 
kindly made a specia] rate of $1.40 per day 
for the superintendents. 

“While the special arrangements for 
the dormitories and Denmark dining hall 
can be made only for the superintendents 
and any member of the boards who may 
come as representative, yet as the meet- 
ing at which the coming session was ar- 
ranged I was authorized and requested 
to extend a general invitation to those who 
are interested in the object of the meet- 
ing to attend, and this I now take pleas- 
ure in doing. Representatives of all 
phases of education will be welcomed. 
The reduced rate of $1.50 per day at the 
hotels will be availawie to visitors. 

“The local committee on arrangements 
consists of Professor D. C. Barrow, of 
the university; T. H. Dozier, county su- 
perintendent of education; Edward R. 
Hodgson, Sr., and W. F. Dorsey. They 
will have an office and bureau of infor- 
mation on the ground floor of the Com- 
mercial hotel and in the same office with 
the Central railway agency. The rail- 
roads have granted reduced rates on the 
certificate plan, full fare coming and one- 
third returning.’’ 


ANSWER 10 _ INJUNCTION. 


Southern League Files Its Reply to 
the Bill of fhe Mem- 
phis Club. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 28.—The 
Southern Assocation of Baseball Clubs, 
through its attorneys, today filed its an- 
swer to the bill of injunction of the 
Memphis Baseball Park Association. The 
defendants first deny that the ‘“reserva- 
tion’’ clause of the national agreement is 
arbitrary and oppressive. 

The defendant denies that the decision 
of the national board practically pre- 
vented St. Vrain from playing baseball 
and show that. he could have played with 
either the National or American Leagues, 
or that he could have returned to Tacoma 
had he so desired.

Cleveland Leader: Part of the strength 
of the Germans has been the general 
revalence among them of standards of 
iving and ideas of comfort and pleasure 
which. contrasted sharply with British 
ways and views. It has been easy in Ger- 
many to devote the national resources 
much more completely to productive uses 
than it has been in England, where the 
aristocracy lives far above the usual! 
German scale in like social circles. Un- 
der the strain of conditions developed 
by moderr business competition, the very 
wealth of England, as far as it is held 
by ancient families and by those who 
imitate them, is a handicap which gives 
Germany, used to comparative frugality 
in its highest social circles, an important 
advantage in the race for international 
trade. Everything is simpler, more sav- 
ing. less burdensome and more favorable 
to business activity in the upper class life 
of the German empire. 

In the final stress of international 
rivalry H will always be found that mere 
luxurious waste is a serious drawback, 
It is very different from high wages and 
a good scale of living one the wage- 
earners of a country. The latter may, 
and commonly coes, signify a high aver- 
age of intelligence and skill among 
artisans and an unusual] degree of generil 
ab mw oli and capacity for the arts and 
ndustries of civilization. But great ex- 
penditures by the rich for personal ease 
and luxury and for the maintenance of 
imposing domestic establishments is an 
important economic waste and a serious 
hindrance in the race between great na- 
tions. Prosperity and remarkable prog- 
ress ‘nay exist while there is such use of 
a portion of the naticn’s resources, but it 
is certain, nevertheless, that the increase 
in power_and productive capacity would 
be more rapid if there were less extrava- 
=, among the possessors of great 
wealth.

NOT SO EASILY WON. 


Henry Clay’s Correction as to the 
Work He Did in a Trial. 


Louisville Courier-Journal: James San- 
dusky, who is an old arfi well-known 
traveler, and who has recently settled in 
Chicago, while coming in from Pewee 
valley on the electric line yesterday af- 
ternoon, told an interesting story. about 
Henry Clay, the great Kentucky states- 
man. Mr. Sandusky in his youth lived in 
Mr. Clay's district during the time when 
Henry Clay was at his prime as a lawyer, 

“A man was once being tried for mur- 
der,’”’ said Mr. Sandusky, “and his case 
looked hopeless, indeed. He had, with- 
out any seeming provocation, murdered 
one of his neighbors in cold blood. Nota 
lawyer in the county wofld touch the 
case. It looked bad enough to ruin the 
reputation of any barrister. 

“The man as a last extremity appealed 
to Mr. Clay to take the case for him. 
Every one thought that Clay would cer- 
tainly refuse. But when the celebrated 
lawyer looked into the matter his. fight- 
ing blood was roused, and to the great 
surprise of all he accepted. 

“Then came a trial, the like of which 
I have never seen. Clay slowly carried 
on the case, and it looked more and more 
hopeless. The only ground of defense 
the prisoner had was that the murdered 
man had looked at him with such a 
flerce, murderous look that out of self- 
defense ke had struck first. A _ ripple 
passed through the jury at this evidence. 

“The time came for Clay to make his 
defense. It was settled in the minds of 
The spectators that the man was guilty 
of murder in the first degree. (Clay 
calmly proceeded, laying all the proofs 
before them in his masterly way. Then, 
just as he was about to conclude, he 
played his last master card. 

"Gentlemen of the jury,’ he said, as- 
suming the fiercest, blackest look and 
<arrying the most undying hatred in it 
that I have ever seen, ‘gentlemen, if a 
man should look at you like this, what 
would you do” 

“That was all he said, but that was 
enough. The jury was startled, and some 
even quailed in their seats. The judge 
moved uneasily on his bench. After 
fifteen minutes the jury filed slowly back 
with a ‘Not guilty, your honor.’ The 
victory was complete. 

“When Clay was congratulated on his 
easy victory, he said: 

“It was not as easy as you think. I 
spent days and days in my room before 
the mirror practicing that look. It took 
more hard work to give that look than to 
investigate the most obscure case.’ ”

States Association of Commissioners 
ot Agriculture completed its programme 
tonight and adjourned to meet next year 
In Montgomery, Ala. 

The association devoted the morning to 
the reading and discussion of papers, 
Grove to Belle Meade in tally-hoes in ths 
afternoon and held its final sessicn at 
night in the assembly hall cf the Tulane 
hotel. At the night session a paner by 
J. G. Lee, of Louisiara, the newly elected 
president, on ‘“‘Relations of Departmen‘s 
of Agriculture and Experiment Sta- 
tions,’’ was read by W. R. Dodson. 

The committee having in charge the an- 
pual address of President Patterson re- 
ported, emphasizing the recommendations 
made as follows: 

“Uniform fertilizer inepection, pure food 
laws, test farms, more stringent laws on 
crop pests and diseases, the teaching of 
ths eleinents of agriculture in public 
schools, larger appropriations for farm- 
ers’ institutes and a system for collec- 
tion of crop statistics. 

Resclutions relative to the death of 
John C. Redhead, of Mississippi,, were 
adopted. 

The invitation extended by Commis- 
siorer Poole, of Alabama, that the asso- 
tlation meet rext year in Montgomery, 
was accepted, the date being left to the 
executive coinmittee. 

“Extensicn of Improvement in Old 
Lines of Wor... of the Department in My 
State and the Addition cf New Ones Dur- 
Ing the Past Year’ was a subject which 
all the commissioners joined in debating, 
after which the assdclation adjourned 
sine die. 

Closing Day’s Session. 

‘The closing days of the session of the 

Sotton States Commissioners’ Association 


‘was begun this morning by the reading of 


@ paper on “Cotton Culture’’ by J: F. Dug- 
ger, of Alabama, who said that cotton 
would undoubtedly hold its position dur- 
ing cur generation because it is easily 
sold, requires less capital and could be 
grown on poor seil that would not ralse 
other products. A too close cultivation 
impoverished the soil, but there should be 
gradual and rational changes. In order 
to insure highest success the growers 
should raise what they consume. Diverst- 
fication of crops should be employed so 
that the farmers would have something 
also to sell. Cultivation of poor lands 
shuld be abendcned and the farmers 
made to understand that pasturage is 
profitable. The cost of production per 
pound should te curtailed, as it was not 
the lower cost per acre, but the lower 
cost per pound that was the most re 
munerative. Cultivation should be made to 
conserve humidity and fertilization con- 
centrated. There should be such rota- 
tion as would leave larg+ amounts 0: 
fermentable vegetable matter, and legu- 
mincus plants should be freely used. The 
rental system stanas in the way of culti- 
vating the soil, and agricultural informa- 
tion should be disseminated through all 
channels, including the schools. Judge 
W. H. Tayloe, of Alabama, read a@ paper 
on the Torrens system of land regisirn- 
tion and its effect cn the velue of coun- 
roperty. 
Saal seterred to the time in England 
when the titles were held by solicitors in 
their safes, and there was no way to tell 
who owned any piece of land. This plan 
was followed at first in this country, but 
the present system could hardly be called 
such and practically all that saved the 
southern lands to their owners was the 
statute of limitations. He mentioned 
numerous instances in which the pur- 
chase price had been lost in the techni- 
calities and the recorded titles were no 
good. This condition evoked the Tor- 
rens system. The law was fully explain- 
ed and the speaker declared he would 
like to see the association start a crusade 
against everything but free simple titles. 
Entailing life estates and dowers shuuld 
be abolished and the time to begin was 
now. With the question of titles once 
settled it would be easy to settle the 
and values. 
OTe Siatoom McNeill, of Atlanta, was 
introduced and presented a proposition 
to establish in Chicago a free permanent 
exposition of all the products of the 
scuthern states. It is also proposed to 
establish a southern bureau of informa- 
tion ‘and club for the improvement of 
commercial relations. A resolution in- 
dorsing the project was introduced and 
referred to a special committee. 

Mr. Wright, of Georgia, submitted a 
paper on Georgia’s industrial progresa 
and a paper on cooperative marketing of 
fruits, truck and farm crops, by T. B. 
Parker, of North Carolina, was read by 
the secretary. 

The following resolution was present- 
ed and adopted unanimously: 

“The Cotton States’ Association of 
Commissioners of Agriculture express 
their acknowledgment and appreciation of 
the able management of the national de- 

artment of agriculture by Hon. James 
Wilson: that Secretary Wilson has given 
more attention and assiatnce to the agri- 
cultural interests of the south than ail of 
his predecessors; that the experts he 's 
sending into the fleld are active and com- 
petent and doing a valugble work. 

***Resolved., That our senators and 
representatives in congress are earnestly 
urged to secure larger appropriations by 
congress to the nationa] department of 
agriculture.” 

Estimate of Cotton Crop. 

Members of the Cotton States Associa- 
tion of Commissioners of Agriculture to- 
night made estimates of the growing 
crops of cotton. 

The estimate is subject to weather con- 
ditions during September and is based on 
great deterioration which they believe has 
taken place in a number of cotton states 
during the last half of August. They 
figure the total at 9,713,394 bales, as com- 
pared with a yield of 9,9%2,762 bales last 
vear, when their estimate, made, how- 
ever, in October, was 9,750,000. bales.

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The President and the Trusts. 

President Roosevelt’s anti-trust ut- 
terances have not met with that joy- 
ous and hearty acclaim at the hands 
of the republican press that was ex- 
pected in administration circles. To 
be sure the president has indulged 
principally in glittering generalties in 
bis references to the trust evil and 
has kept away from any reference to 
the tariff in connection therewith— 
all of which is in line with the ideas of 
the republican organs; but his talk of 
an amendment to the constitution giv- 
ing to the federal government the con- 
trol of all corporations does not please 
at all. 3 ‘ 

The president fn his Providence 
speech urged national control of all 
corporations doing an interstate busi- 
mess. Discussing this great question 


he said. 

The immediate need tn dealing with 
trusts is to place them under the real, 
not nominal, control of some sovercign 
to -which, as its creature, the trusts 
Bhall owe allegiance and in whose courts 
the sovereign’s crders may with certainiy 
be enforced. This is not the case with 
the orcinary so-called trust today, for 
the trust is a large state corporation, gen- 
erally doing business in other states also, 
and often with a tendency to monvupoly. 
Such a trust is an artificial creature not 
wholly responsible to or controllable by 
any legislature, nor wholly subject to the 
jurisdiction of any one court. Some gov- 
ernmental sovereign must be given full 
power over these altificial and verv pow- 
erful cerjcrate beirgs. In my judgment, 
this sovereign must be the nationai gov- 
ernment. When it has been given full 
power, then this full power can be used 
to contro] any evil influence, exactly as 
the government is now using the power 
conferred upon it under the Sherman 
anti-trust laws. ;

The veiled suggestion that the ad- 
ministration, instead of indulging in 
so much talk about trust prosecution, 
might be enforcing the Sherman law 
will probably not be’enjoyed at the 
department of justice; but the de. 
mand for something more than mere 
gsneralities will meet the approval of 
the public which is manifesting the 
deepest interest these days in the 
trust question. i , 

The New York Herald, nominally. 
independent but always strongly re- 
publican in its tendencies, says of the 
president’s constitutional amend- 
ment proposition: “This is a radi- 
Cal suggestion to come from the head 
of the nation and the repyblican party. 
vongress now has full power to deal 
with all interstate matters and to en- 
large it would be to extend the power 
of centralization and change the con- 
stitutional relations between state and 
federal sovereignty.” Aside from the 
principle involved, The Herald con- 
siders an amendment to the consti- 
tution “so impracticable as to be out 
of the question,” adding that within 
the past century there have been but 
three amendments to the constitution, 
these being adopted as the fruits of 
civil war. Any effort to amend the 
constitution is, in the eyes of The 
Herald, “barred by almost insur. 
mountable difficulties. 

The Herald points to revision of 
the tariff—to which the president and 
his party stands opposed—as the only 
practical way to curb the trusts. 

The New York Mail and Express, 
dyed-in-the-wool republican, throws 
cold water upon the  president’s 
amendment idea. The country, it 
says, is not ready for any such step. 
It holds that the question of the limits 
of national and state jurisdiction in 
matters of trade is yet to be settled, 
adding: 

Congress has power to regulate com- 
merce between the states, and to the ia- 
dividual] states is left unimpaired the au- 
thority to legislate upon matters effect- 
ing trade within their own limits. It by 
no means yet appears necessary to dis- 
turb that balance, which is of the essence 
of the federal system. Notwithstanding 
certain tentative decisions, the supreme 
court Las never yet defined the limits of 
interstate commerce, and it will do so 
Only as cases are brought before it in- 
volving questicns of jurisdiction and 
‘power. It will be a slow and gradual 
process, but it is not a matter for haste. 
The ‘‘trust’’ problem is just developing. 
Public cpinion will not sleep, states will 
not be inactive, congress will exerciss its 
power, and all the formative forces wilil 
be in operation. When the final stage 
of adjudication is reached the problera 
will probably be solved. At all events the 
time has not come for any serious” pro- 
posal to amend the constitution. 


The New York Sun, equally stal- 
wart in its republicanism and al- 
ways outspoken in defense of the 
trusts, gréets the president’s sug-- 
gestion with characteristic -sneers. 
“The democratic platform of 1900, 
on which Bryan and Stevenson ran 
against Mckinley and Roosevelt, did 
not venture so far as to propose that 
extreme method,” says TheSun. But 
it finds a party which dii go to that 
extreme, and it was not the party to 
which Theodore Roosevelt belongs, 

“The revision of the constitution 
to enlarge the powers of the federal 
government «ver the business of the 
country,” The Sun points owt, “was 
specifically demanded in 1900 by the 
platform of the social democrats on 
which stood Eugene V. Debs, of Illi- 
nois, and Job Harriman, of California, 
as that party’s candidates for presi- 
dent and vice president.” 

Does this mean that President 
Roosevelt should take his bag and 
baggage and move into the social dem- 
ocratic party—whatever that may be? 
It sounds that way. 

The president will have to make a 
great many converts in his own party 


| before he can hope to put through his 


programme of amendment of the con- 
stitution so as to give the federal 
government control of all corpora- 
tions. 


Will Not Be Missed. 

A Syracuse, N. Y., dispatch an- 
nounces that Major Alexander Henry 
Davis, one of the wealthiest residents 
of that city, has renounced his citizen. 
ship and become a subject of King Ed- 
ward. , 

Major Davis has consented to advise 
an expectant and throbbing publiic of 
his reasons for his change. “There is 
a larger amount of individual freedom 
in England than there is in America,” 
he says, adding: 

Although 1 suppose it would be hand to 
find any. Al@e?rican who would acknowl- 
edge that. it is so, nevertheless. It is 
quieter over there and it suits me. I 
have been going back and forth for for @ 
years. 
and when I came over to the states I 
found I could not register it because it 
was British built. On the other siie I 
could mot sail it under any of the yacht 
club colors because I was not a British 
subject. And then my family likes Eng- 
land, one of my daughters is married 
there, and it is only natural 1 should 
want to spend the rest of my life there. 
Somehow one leaves all small prejudices 
behind when one lives in London for any 


length ofr time. 

Too bad about the yacht. Sifted 
down to its essence, Major Davis’ 
principal grievance is over the treat- 
ment it has received at the hands of 
the hard-hearted officials of this gov- 
ernment. The major has been voting 
with the party which made the ship- 
ping laws in the interest of the New 
England shipbuilders and chickens 
have come home te his roost. 

“It is quieter over there”—there 
are no two sides to that proposition. 
Americans who cannot stand the noise 
this great and glorious country is mak- 
ing in the affairs of the world can 
find peace and quiet under the British 
flag.

It has already become an ideal 
resort for those whose nerves have 
been shattered by contact with busy 
America. :

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A Deserved Tribute. 

The action of the Cotton States As- 
sociation of Commissioners of Agri- 
culture in adopting stronz resolutions 
endorsing che administration of the 
national department of agriculture by 
Secretary Wilson is a highly deserved 
tribute.

Clyde, Fitch and, more recently, William 
Gillette. These Americans were ‘‘booed” 
however, not because they had offended 
in any way, but because the London pit 
crowd makes a practice of “booing” an 
author on a first night. 

But the crowd which Miss O'Neill will 
have to face on her first appearance as 
“Magda,” promises to be determined be- 
forehand on making things unpleasant, 
For Miss O'Neill has courted the fate 
which awaits whoever ventures to intro- 
duce an innovation—no matter now sen- 
sible—in England. She and her mana- 
ger, McKee Rankin, have been coura- 
geous enough to.announce that for the 
first night of ‘“‘Magda’’ any one who is 
willing to pay for a seat will be able to 
buy it and that the house will not, as is 
customary in London, be filled with spe- 
cially invited “artistic’’ folks. You would

THE LARGEST HARVESTER. 


It Is Self-Moving, Cuts a,36-Foot 
Swath and Weighs Over 100 Tons. 
Los Angeles Herald: What is said to 

be the largest automobile in the world, 
and the largest combined harvester, 2s 
well, is now at work on a big ranch :n 
central California, where it is being used 
in cutting 40,000 acres of barley. The big 
machine consists of a traction engine, ca- 
pable of handling seventy-five tons, and 
which takes the place of sixty horses 4 
header cr mowing machine, which cuts a 
swath 36 feet, and a threshing machine 
all complete. The threshing machine and 
header are run by a thirty ,horse-power 
engine, entirely separate from the trac- 
tion machine, save that they both get 
steam from the same bolle.. 

The apparatus moves over the ground at 
different speeds, according to the thick- 
ness of the crop, while all the time ‘he 
header and thresher are going at full 
speed, whether the grain be thick or thin. 
The average speed made is 31-2 miles :in 
hour ang 100 acres a day can be threshed 
by the machine. . 

The drive wheels of this monster trac- 
tion engine are 8 feet in diameter and 
have tires 48 inches wide, or whicn are 
ridges an inch and a half high. Eight 
men are employed on the thresher. Half 
a minute after the header starts to work 
the threshed grain begins to fall into the 
sacks on the other side from where it is 
cut, while the straw falls intc a cart Le- 
hind. The heads are carried away frim 
the header by a draper, or moving belt, 
45 inches wide. They are carried througna 
a colander, which breaks the beard from 
ihe barley and shells it at the same time, 
then by a narrow belt through two clean- 
ers and finally to a bin, from which it is 
sacked. The sacks are sewed and set 
aside as fast as filled. When  tweive 
sacks have been filled they are allowed 

e off the cart on which they are 
d to the ground.

PROF. BONNELL PLEADS __ . 


FOR SOUTHERN FORESTS 


Editor Constitution: Allow me to cail 
the attention of our people, both in the 
towns and country, to a matter that is of 
rapidly growing importance. I refer to 
the treatment of our forests and our trees 


in general, 

A great deal has been and is now being 
written on this subject for the papers, the 
magazines and in the publications of the 
agricultural department of the govern- 
ment, so I think, as we have to do with 
a practica] matter, it is well for the 
information to be disseminated in a pop- 
ular shape in our {fnfluenttfal and Iceal 
papers. 

A deep interest in our trees and for- 
ests is @wakened by what has been fre- 
quently observed from time to time by 
thoughtful men and those considerate -of 
our general and individual welfare, more 
particularly by the long continued inves- 
tigations of scientific men in the empoly 
of the government. 

I wish to suggest a more lively and ra- 
tional] interest in our trees and the exer- 
cise of more care in their preservation, 
I mean not only the single trees and 
groups that stand in our yards, near our 
houses, on the streets and roadways, but 
also and particularly now those of the 
groves and forests. sa 

The aspects of nature in the region in 
which are sityated the writer's resident 
town and one near by have been pro- 
nounced somewhat fairer than many oth- 
ers by men whose business in this sec- 
tion makes them travelers. on the rail 
and who have occasion to make observa- 
tions. With due allowance for any par- 
tialities that residence and other circum- 
stances may give to individual tmpres- 
sions, a certain remnant of truth, at 
least, justifies such remark. 

There may be several features of this 
“tract of, land’’ contributing to make 
this impression. None, in my own view, 
add more to the superior and agreeable 
aspect of things than the trees, the old 
and the younger, nature’s placing and 
man’s planting, whose great trunks and 
wide branching foliage’adorn the land- 
scape. We have a genuine pride in them, 
and a growing, almost Druidic, admira- 
tion and veneration for their beauty and 
grandeur. Doubtless every resident at 
like places has such feeling, more or 
less, Butit occurs to me to ask, do we 
know the real value and salutary uses of 
Our trees? We plant them for adorn- 
ment, for beauty and for their beneficent 
Shade. Yet there are influences and bene- 
fits of the forest that are quite as de- 
Sirable and important of which not every- 
body mav have ‘thought. 

Already many of the fine old forest 
growths immediately* around our towns 
and cities have been cut away and re- 
moved, leaving large tracts of land bare 
and without any measures taken to sup- 
ply their places. The destruction of the 
forest has been done for two purposes: 
First, to obtain the timber for lumber and 
the wood for fuel, and second, for the 
purpose of making available the new 
grounds thug laid open for cultivation. 
Of course, from the personal view it is 
the property owner’s private right to do 
this, and there might thhave been no 
harm done if it had always been judi- 
ciously done, and especially if steps had 
been taken to leave some chance for re- 
foresting of grounds not very desirable 
for cultivation. To one who well remem- 
bers the great old woodlands once all 
around us, the present aspect of the now 
bare flelds in many places seems a sort 
of pity and suggest an unfortunate pol- 
icy, when there is no evidence of any 
effort, to restore any portion to a wooded 
state, even though large tracts were add- 
ed to crop bearing lands. I am sure this 
wholesale and heedless cutting of forests 
has gone far endugh for the good of our 
section generally, even if we have not 
already suffered much damage thereby, 
and I believe we have. I am aware 
of the fact that tt may not have occurred 
to those owning‘the lands in question 
that the taking away of the forests would 
result in any serious damegae. They 
thought that it was all a matter of gain, 
though gain to themselves only, and with- 
out injury to the country generally; and 
no reasons for a more cautious and care- 
ful policy may have occurred to them or 
been urged on their attention. 

If any are surprised at the suggestion 
or should ask what is the good of wood- 
lands as such or why should they enter- 
tain any particular consideration of the 
woods themselves, allow me to sneak fur- 
ther. Let me give a few of the more im- 
portant points that have been proven by 
experience and investigation in all coun- 
tries, our Own as well as others, and con- 
firmed by the official records. TI present 
them briefly in almost the exact quota- 
tion and mainly from the bulletins of 
the United States department of agricul- 
ture. 

“Woods are the water reservoirs of 
nature, and hold in the network of their 
roots and their moss carpet the moisture 
which supplies our water courses In the 
season of midsummer heat.” Some au- 
thorities even insist that ‘forests pro- 
duce rain.’ “It is the protective action 
against evaporation, due to greater rela- 
tive humidity of the forest air, to the 
shade, to the breaking of the winds and 
especially to the protective soil cover 
which makes the forest a conservator of 
moisture everywhere. Springs may be 
influenced in the amount of their dis- 
charge by a removal of the forest,” and 
springs are more obvious signs of the in- 
terior condition of thé soil. 
also, that our wells are springs, reached 
by digging. As respects this point it is 
shown that ‘the quantity of water lost 
by evaporation is six times as great in 
the open as in the forest. The forests 
are the guardians of the water supply. 
Useful water power, regulg> irrigation and 
the absence of dangeré freshets are 
all dependent on the proper condition 
of the vegetation of the water sheds 
Says The Popular Science Monthly: “We 
should teach even the children in_ the 
schools Humboldt’s warning—‘In felling 
trees growing on the sides and summits 
of mountains men under all climates 
prepare for subsequent generations two 
calamities at one—a lack of firewood and 
a lack of water.’ ”’ 

“The water torrents, which not only! 
flood and damage the low lands, but | 
earrv their fertile soil away, are im- | 
bibed and detained by forests. 

“Our woods are the home and shelter | 
of those best friends of man. the insect- | 
feeding birds. A country destitute of | 
trees is avoided by birds and left to the | 
ravages of locusts and other insects.’’ | 
Moreover, by removing the woods

destroy the home and breeding places 
of birds. Our sportsmen, also, will appre- 
Ciate this point. ° 

By destruction of the forests near tc 
Streams the torrents of waters rushi 
into them with greater suddenness an 
Swiftness have carried with them sand, 
mud, clay, rocks, thus filling u thy 
Stream channels and. producing two evil 
effects, namely, causing destructive 
overfiows and also driving out and de- 
Stroying the figh with which our streams 
once abounded. ‘ 

Note here, then, that more birds and 
more fish, with a little less of what we 
gain by the rabid ax, would make our 
economical condittions of living more 
Satisfactory, at least In rural parts. 

It has been demonstrated fully that the 
presence of woods causes conditions 
greatly unfavorable to certain epidemia 
and endemic diseases. Scientific men ex- 
press this by saying that “soil conditions 
of the forest are unfavorable to the ex- 
istence of pathogenic microbea.” “Since 
forest air is freer from injurious gases, 
dust particles and bacteria, and extremes 
of temperature are checked, and hygienic 
or health significance of the forest ig 
Scientifically established. But of much 
more importance is the forest soil, es- 
pecially since cholera, typhus, yellow 
fever and malaria are soil diseases of 
miasmatic origin,’’ “Te... tae” says Dr. 
Ebermayer, ‘‘no pathogenic microbes have 
ever been found in forest soil.’’ 

If we had space to repeat them many 
facts which sustain the statements made 
might be given here. Such are the follow- 
ing—to mention two or three at random. 

The disastrous freshets at Johnstown, 
Pa., in 1889, was attributed to the re- 
moval of the forest growth on the Mill 
creek water shed. Think of the destruc- 
tion of $10,000,000 worth of property and 
the tremendous loss of life in that great 
disaster, and see that taking away the 
forests from situations where safety im- 
peratively demands their continuance may 
bring on those annihilating freshets we 
call water spouts. 

In the one year, 1900, $2,250,000 were de- 
voted for deepening and improving the 
Mississippi river. when $75,000 a year on 
forest reservations at the head waters of 
fhat river in Minnesota would have been 
the proper treatment of this case—and 
will doubtless be henceforth. 

“By planting date, palms and olive 
trees Egypt has added many hundred 
square miles to her arable surface, and 
as Baker-Pasha assures us, her annual 
rainfall has almost doubled. In France, 
too, the govérnment has reclaimed the 
landes, a sandy steppe on the _ south- 
western coast, by planting willows and 
bay trees.’’ It was shown in France that 
‘not only the mountain sides were de- 
vastated on the disappearance of the 
forest, but fertile farms for 200 miles 
from the source of the evil were ruined, 
and the population pauperized and driven 
out."’ More than a century and a quar- 
ter ago, “reports upon the Savannah 
river and valley at Augusta showed that 
the river was a clear and rapid stream, 
full of excellent fish and subject to no 
sudden or.marked changes of height. 
This was previous to the destruction of 
the forests. Afterwards the stream be- 
came turbid, fish have nearly deserted 
the lower waters and sudden and marked 
changes of the water level are the rule.” 
So of the Susquehanna river, of the Adt!- 
rondacks: so in New Hampshire; so of the 
Connecticut river: so of the Hoosick and 
Housatonic rivers in Massachusetts; so 
of local streams. ponds, water powers, 
ete., in many parts. Mr. McGhee'’s report 
on the bad lands of Mississippi presents 
a distressful story of havoc and ruin due 
to the causes we are considering. 

“Since the Portuguese have felled their 
glorious forests for the sake of building 
material in Maderia and the Cape’ Verde 
islands, these islands have become hot- 
beds of disease.”” ‘‘After the live oak and 
chestnut trees had disappeared along the 
valley cf the Guadalguiver, the popula- 
tion of 70.000 of probably the happiest 
and healthiest men of southern Europe 
has shrunk to a million and a quarter 
of sickly wretches, who depend for their 
sustenance on the scant produce of 
sandy berrens that become _ sandier and 
drier from year to year.”’ “In India, vil- 
lages surrounded by forests are never 
visited by cholera, and troops are wit - 
drawn into forest stations in order to 
arrest the disease, which ts invited by re- 
moval of fcrests.’’ 

These fects and conclusions represent 
but a part of the results of experience 
and investigation accumulated through 
zeneratiors and centuries in all coun- 
tries, and compe! our thoughtful attention 
to this subject. America is the forest 
home of @ confessedly great and growing 
people, and no widespread disasiers have 
yet attenced the heedless impairment of 
this feature of our country. Yet we are 
sectionally and locally, at least, not far 
removed from the sight of this eondition. 
In fact, some of the resuits of our unin- 
formed and mistaken dea'ting with our 
forests are within our immediate obser- 
vation. Where are the numerous fisn 
that once abounded in our streams, large 
ard small? Where are the many birds 
ard other small game once within easy 
hunting reach? Where is much of the 
gocaly soil that once covered our rolling. 
sloping lands; and how came the great 
gullies and other washes now so common 
over our fields? How come tnose great 
treshets and waterspceuts producing these 
and other effects, and against which our 
hest efforts at terracing and  hillsiae 
‘itching are uyavailing, and from which 
some of our largest cities and similarly 
situate@ country places have suffffered 
so much, and ere frequently still threat- 
ened? Who are those among us that 
are fixing the date for a destruction like 
that of Johnstown, of Porterdale and 
other waterpower mills in Newton and 
other cour,.ties? 

True, we cannot wish that all thes 
primeval corditions might exist at this 
time. But some are needful, salutary and 
desirable to be continued or restored. 
And if we would or must restore them, 
‘how slew and laborious.’ as Dr. i pe 
Oswald says, “is this work of restora- 
tion, and how easily might we forestall 
its necessity if we would begin fn time,” 
“Timely prevention,’’ said Dr. Radclif*:, 
‘not only saves us from diseases,. bat 
from those greater eviis—the remedies.” 

As a practical fact, there is a way to 
cut the forest growths and clear the 
land, if desired, that will not leave the 
country exposed to the bad consequences. 
But I cannot extend the discussion 
further at present. I also defer reference 
to the great forest reserves of the na- 
tional government, the last of which in 
the Appalachian ranges has somewhat 
accentuated intelligent interest in the 
wider branches of the subject. If what 
fs here suggested inay contribute to the 
awakening of some individual thougnht- 
fulness about this question, and of point- 
ing to a considerate and eareful policy, 
locally wherever the principies apply, 
with regard to our trees and forest lands, 


she not have spoken in vain.

Boston Evening Transcipt: There has 
just been finished at the American Wal- 
tham watch factory @ mammoth watch, 
the largest in the world. To build this 
gigantic timepiece cost several thousand 
dollars and several weeks’ time. Special 
machinery and tools were required for 
‘ts construction. The watch is a model of 
the new model sixteen-size « maximus, 
three-quarter plate watch, enlarged ten 
times, perfect in every detail and as hig h- 
ly finished as the finest watch. 

The diameter of the pillar plate is 17 
inches, and the movement is 2 1-2 inches 
thick.

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SAYS MINISTER 


Rev. Julian Rodgers Talks of 
“Alien Immersion” Agi- 
e tation. 


INFERS ISSUE IS RAISED 
ALONE WITH TABERNACLE 


Assistant Pastor of the Tabernacle 
Baptist Church Says That When 
the Time Comes, Dr. Brough- 
ton Will Not Be Found 
by Himself. 


In the absence of Rev. Len G. Brough- 
ton, who is out of the city on his vaca- 
tion, Rev. Julien 8S. Rodgers, assistant 
pastor of the Tabernacle and director of 
the Tabernacle Bible institute, was seen 
yesterday in regarqd to The Constitutior’'s 
article on Thursday on ‘Alien Immer- 
sion’”’ and the probable action of the 
Stone Mountain associatiorrin the matter. 

The article, based on wel] defined com- 
plaints, created a sensation in church 
circles and was the means of bringing 
the agitation to a point. 

“There are several things suggested by 
the article,’’ said Mr. Rodgers, ‘“‘that I 
would like to notice. Let me say, how- 
ever, I do not care to discuss the merits 
of the question. It is not the time or 
place and I presume Dr. Broughton and 
the others in the same boat with him are 
able to take care of their views when the 
proper occasion arises. What I do want 
to say is this: . 

“In the first place, I don’t think the 
Stone Mountain association will under- 
take to pass on ‘the orthordoxy of several 
prominent Baptist ministers in Georgia.’ 


The representatives of the churches t o the 
association are merely ‘messengers,’ mect- 
ing in an advisory capacity and have no 
power to bifd their churches and there- 
fore no popish right of excommunication. 

“In the next place, 1 don’t think thers 
is any probability at this time of the 
Tabernacle and the other ‘prominent Bap- 
tist ministers’ who stand with it being 
separated from the Baptist churches of 
this section at this time by the Stone 
Mountain association. I don’t think the 
Stone Mountain association would do such 
a thing if it could, and I am sure thes 
Tabernacle is not quite ready to be dis- 
missed from the denomination so sum- 
marily. Besides, if it ever comes to an 
issue, the Tabernacle and its pastor wiil 
not be found alone. 

Suddenness of Attack. 

‘In the next place,”’ continued Mr. 
Rodgers, ‘“‘there is something peculiar in 
all this agitation anyhow. Its peculiarity 
lies in its suddenness. For years a jarge 
number of the Baptist churches of the 
north, east and west have held to alien 
immersion and no attempt has been made 
to read them out of the denomination 
or break fellowship with them. For years 
a large number of Baptist churches in 
certain southern states have held to alien 
immersion and there has been no attempt 
to reaqg them out of the denomination or 
break fellowship with them. For years 
Baptist pastors in Atlanta have held tv 
alien immersion and no attempt has been 
made to read them out of the denomina- 
tion or break fellowship with them. Now 
the moment the Tabernacle takes the step, 
certain hands go up in holy horror and 
there is immediate talk of separation, 
orthodoxy and other horrible things. 

“If there is anything the average Bap- 
tist is in favor of, besides scriptural bap- 
tism, it is fair play, and they are not go- 
ing to countenance the spirit of unfair- 
ness that has been manifested in this mat- 
ter. Some ministers who, perhaps, do no: 
agree with the Tabernacle in its doctrinal 
position, have taken the trouble to ring 
me up today and say as much, and they 
are going to speak out when the tinie 
comes.”’ 

Mr. Rodgers said he would have more 
to say on the subject Sunday night from 
the Tabernacle platform and would make 
The Constitution's article the basis of his 
preliminary remarks to his sermon.

WILL PROBE FOR 
THE TRUTH TODAY 


Witnesses To Tell Board What 
They Know, 


Notices Were Sent Yesterday to a 
Number of Persons Who Are 
Expected To Come Forward 
This Afternoon To Tes- 
tify About Furnace. 


The whole truth about the crematory 


] will doubtless be learned this afternoor, 


when the board of health meets for the 
purpose of probing the matter to the bot- 
tom with the aid of witnesses. 

At 5 o’clock the board will begin its 
regular session, and, after the routine 
matters have been considered and dis- 
posed of, the crematory investigation 
will be taken up. The indications are 
that the meeting will be a lively one. 

It is expected that a number of wit- 
nesses will be on hand to voluntarily 
tell what they know about the charges 
of alleged misconduct on the part of the 
furnace people. The Lester company will 
doubtless also have witnesses present 
whose testimony will be submitted in re- 
buttal to that introduced by the movants. 

Dr. W. C. Jarnagin, president of the 
board, yesterday morning asked City At- 
torney Mayson if the board had any le- 
gal right to subpena witnesses. He was 
informed it had not in a case like that 
now before the board. Acting under that 
advice Dr. Jarnagin then sent a message 
to Messrs. Rucker &' Tapp, attorneys for 
the movants, requesting that they furnisia 
a list of their witnesses, 

Many Witnesses Expected. 

Some ten or twelve written requests to 
attend the meeting and testify were 
turned over to the lawyers, who said 
they would put them in the hands of the 
witnesses they desired should appear be- 
rore the board. It was understood that 
Colonel W .T. Moyers, counse] for the 
Lester Furnace Company, would see his 
own witnesses and have them present 
at the appointed hour. 

The members of the board, at the 
meeting Wednesday evening, declared in 
favor of an exhaustive investigation, and, 
according to statements already made, 
every effort will no doubt be made t9 
bring to light all facts about the crema- 
tory. 

Mayor Mims said yosterday that th? 
only question he could see was whether 
the crematory people had connected the 
refuse tank with the sewer by an 8-inch 
pipe in order to defraud the city, or had 
done it purely for the purpose of flushing 
the tank, as has been claimed. He 
thought that when this point had been 
cleared up the duty of the board would 
be plain. 

“I was surprised,” said mayor, ‘‘to 
find, upon my visit to the crematory, 
that the place was so free from offensive 
odors. I was not inconvenienced in the 
least and spent fully two hours in and 
about the plant. I am in favor of get- 
ting at the truth of this case, and if 
there has been any wrongdoing it should 
be brought to light and the responsible 
parties held accountable. If, on the 
other hand, there is nothing in the 
charges, then this, too, should be brought 
out and the gentlemen vitally interested 
relieved of suspicion. I think, also, that 
the charge which has been made that 
McWaters was working in his off hours 
for the crematory should be looked into 
carefully.”’ 

Wants Full Investigation. 

Dr. Jarnagin, the president of 
board, when seen last night said: 

“It is my desire, and I think I also 
voice the sentiments of the other mem- 
bers Of the board, that we make as thor- 
ough an investigation of the rumors con- 
cerning the crematory as is possible. I 
have practically been assured that wit- 
nesses will come before the board tomor- 
row, and that is what we want. If it is 
shown that there has béen any wrong- 
doing, then those responsible should be 
dealt-with.e But if these rumors are 
without foundation, then the gentlemen 
against whom charges have been made 
should be exonerated. I want this mat- 
ter sifted to the very bottom, and when 
it is I want it settled for all time.” 


Regarding Size of Pipe. 

An interesting feature in connection 
with the case is the statement by Dr. 
Bizzell, chairman of the committee on 
the disposition of garbage, that he did 
not say the pipe which connected the 
refuse tank with the sewer was one inch 
in diameter. Dr. Bizzell was quoted in 
an afternoon paper several days ago as 
saying the pipe was of that size, but 
that same day he stated to a reporter for 
The Constitution that he had been mis- 
quoted. 

In substance, Dr. Bizzell’s remarks on 
that occasion were to the effect that 
he had not seen the pipe, and did not 
know its size. He said that when he 
was told of its existence he indorsed 
Chief Hope’s action in asking that the 
pipe be immediately disconnected. Dur- 
ing the meeting of the board of health 
Wednesday evening Attorney Tapp re- 
ferred to the interview that appeared in 
the afternoon paper in which Dr. Bizzell 
was quoted as knowing the size of the 
j 
. ny ou probably have an affidavit on that 
point,’’ remarked Dr. Bizzell, in answer. 
Later Attorney Rucker, who is asso- 
ciated with Mr. Tapp in the case, referred 
to the same matter, and asked the 

physician to explain.

BOTH BRIGHT TAGALOS 


AND PETS OF REGIMENT 


Old Soldiers Exchange Characteristic 
Greetings After Long Separa- 
tions as Comrades on Hyking 
Parties, the Firing Line 
“Bunkies” in Camp. 


Companies G, Captain Dunning, and 
H, Captain Johnston, of the sécond bat- 
talion, and company M, Captain Beck- 
hurst, of the third battalion, Sixteenth 
United States infantry, arrived at Fort 
McPherson. at an early hour yesterday 
morning from San Francisco, where they 
were detained in quarantine one week 
on their way home from the Philippincs. 

The special train bearing the troops was 
side tracked near the fort and it was not 
unt?] shortly after reveille yesterday 
morning that the tired travelers turned 
out of their bunks and with them the 
mascots of companies H and M, two full- 
blooded Filipinos. These two youngsters 
created quite a sensation among the 
casual spectators. that turned out to 
watch the march to the fort. These two 
citizens of the Greater United States are 
a pair of very lively youngsters and some 
of the storfes told of their devotion to 
the Sixteenth are even dramatic. ‘‘We 
got them,”’ said one of the soldiers, “in a 
hyKing party some two or three years ago 
They were active and intelligent boys be- 
yond the average and we took them and 
adopted them into the regiment. They are 
Tagalos, lighter in color than many of 
the Filipinos and have picked up our lan- 
guage and have fitted into our customs in 
a way that has made them the pets of 
the companies who have taken the re- 
sponsibility of acting as god-fathers. 
Their home was in the Cagayan valley be- 
low Aparri, but if you ask them wheres 
they live they will very promptly tell 


you that they live with and belong tu the 


Sixteenth. They are scrappers from the 
word go and we used to have plenty of 
fun watching them resent the slightest 
possible inference against any one of 
‘their’ regiment.” 

Many Old Men Return. 

Many of the soldiers who returned yes- 
terday have only been in the Sixteenth 
for three months, having been transferred 
to this regiment while in the Philippines. 
But there were many of the old members 
of the regiment. 

The clear notes of reveille had hardly 
lost themselves somewhere beyond the 
parade ground when down to the station 
Uncle Sam's ‘‘boys in brown” came hur- 
rying to extend the glad hand of welcome. 
They were characteristic greetings of 
comrades in arms. It was a case of 
“Hello, Bill, you little skulking hound of a 
deserter. Got afraid and came running 
home to mother, did you; you old coyotte- 
hearted son of sea cock?’ 

“Hello, Jimmy. Don't see that I wot 
any of the best of you in the genera] re- 
treat. If you’d been half as rapid gettin’ 
to the firin’ line you'd be wearin’ orna- 
ments On your big shoulders instead o9f 
bein’ the worthless, god-forsaken privais 
you are. Sober an’ out of the guard 
house? You must be about a good ten 
days’ march back of pay day, Jimmy, 
damn your old heart, but I’m sure restin’ 
my eyes with the sight of you.’’ 

Such was one of the many greetings be- 
tween friends who have been companions 
on the firing line, partners in hyking 
parties, ‘‘bunkies’’ in camp anq helpers 
in making the Sixteenth the pride of the 
army for the efficient way in which they 
cleared the entire Cagavan district of 
rebels for a distance of some 300 mileg 
from the northern coast of Luzon. 

Free trom Sickness. 

The day was spent in getting located in 
their new barracks and sleeping in bunks 
with the tiresome jolting of a troop train 
happily noticeable by its absence The 
three companies muster over 200 men, all 
in g0od health with the exception of oc- 

casional cases of fever, which were more

COUNTY'S RATE 


ladications Point. to Rate of 


$5.70 on $1,000, 


This Will Make a Combined State 
and County Rate of $1.10 on 
the Hundred—Estimated Ex- 
pense of County for Next 
Year $317,500. 


The present indications are that tne 
county. tax rate, to be fixed by the board 
of county commissioners next Wednes- 
day afternoon for the: fiscal year 19@, be- 
ginning October 1, will be $5.70 on $1,000. 
This, added to the state rate of $5.20, 
will make a total state and county rate 
of $11 ‘on the thousand, or $1.10 on the 
hundred. 

Chairman Forrest Adair, of the board, 
has received from Clerk Henry M. Wood 
a financia] statement giving an estimate 
of the expenses of the county for the 
next year and also an itemized account 
of the expenses for the present year. On 
this statement the new rate will be fig- 
ured. 

This rate will be less than the rate for 

the present year, which was $6.06. The 
state rate for this year'is $5.21. The 
total state and county rate on the hun- 
dred is $1.15. 
. The total property returned for taxa- 
tion this year amounts to $53,034,579 and 
a rate of $1.10 will bring in taxes to the 
amount of $302,297.10. 

The county will be compelled to borrow 
$75,000 this year, while last year $110,000 
was borrowed. The statement of Mr. 
Wood shows the county to be in better 
condition ‘by $85,000 this year than it was 
last year. 

The estimated expenses of the county 
for next year arfount to $317,500 and the 
estimated amount to be. collected from 
other sources than the tax digest is $27,- 
000, leaving $297,500 to ne raised by taxa- 
tion. The expenses’ for the fiscal year, 
1901, up to and including the payroll for 
July, were $283 , 073.85.

Executive Office, Atlanta,—A Proclamation. 
Py Allen D. Candler, Governor of Said State. 
Whereas the general assembly of this state, 
recognizing the dignity of labor, has by soi- 
emn enactment set apart the first Monday in 
September of each year as a legal holiday to 
be know’ as Labor déy, 

Now, therefore, I, Allen D. Candier, govern- 
or of said state, do issue this my proclama- 
tion directing that all public offices and ad- 
vising that all mills, factories and other places 
where labor is.employed be closed on Monday), 
September 1, 1902, and that every possivie 
opportunity and encouragement be given to 
those who labor to celebrate the day in @ 
tefitting manner. And I do moreover advise 
that both employer end employee cooperate 
in making ‘the day enjoyable and profitable, 
and in an earnest effort to foster that mutual 
confidence and good will which -has existed 
in this state in the past, each, winile guarding 
his own interest, having a proper regard for 
che interest of the other. 

Ir testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
rand and cavsed to be affixed hereto the gteat 
seal of the state at the capitol in the city of

LONG FRANCHISE 
MAY FIND PAYOR 


Application for Power Plant Discussed 
by Committee. 


CHANGES ARE PROPOSED 


diac Are Suggested by Members 
of Council in Ordinance Pre- 
pared by City Attorney May- 
son—The Mayor’s Atti- 
tude on Franchises. 


It now seems certain that the electric 
light committee will recommend to coun- 
cil on Monday that a thirty-year fran- 
chise be granted the Atlanta Electric 
Company for an electric light and powcr 
plant. The committee held an executive 
session in the office of the city attorney 
yesterday afternoon and considered the 
draft of an ordinance as prepared by City 
Attorney Mayson. All the members were 
present with the exception of Councilman 
C. S. Winn, who is at Grand .Rapids, 
Mich., attending the convention of the 
League of American Municipalities. 

The proposed ordinance embraced fea- 
tures similar to those contained in the 
one adopted last year allowing the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, the 
Georgia Electric Light Company and the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company to con- 
solidate. The most important feature is 
that concerning a percentage tax on the 
gross receipts. 

It is understood that the committee may 
favor making the rate of percentage, as 
applied to the new electric company, 
slightly in excess of that required of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
for the reason that the city will get no 
ad valorem tax from the plant of .the 
new concern, as it will be located outside 
the corporate limits. 

Question of Taxes. 

At the last meeting of the committee, 
held several] days ago, President Preston 
S. Arkwright, of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company, stated he sup- 
posed the committee would not place any 
conditions on the new company more fa- 
vorable than those now applied to the 
company of -which he is the head. He 
called attention to the fact that prac- 
tically al) the property of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company was in- 
side the city and was subject to an ad 
valorem tax in addition to the percentage 
tax on gross receipts. 

The committee, it is said, will take that 
fact into consideration in formulating a 
franchise for the Atlanta Electric Com- 
pany. No report has been signed by the 
committee, but the city attorney is now 
at work on an ordinance containing the 
various conditions which members of the 
committee favor, and this will doubtless 
receive the necessary signatures between 
now and time council meets. 

The indications are that the new com- 
pany will be given eighteen months from 
the time the franchise is approved by the 
mayor and council in which to complete 
the plant and begin operation. The tax 
on gross receipts will probably begin 
when the company starts business. For 
some reason the members of the commit- 
tee were very reticent about explaining 
what conditions were favored and an- 
other executive session may be held, 
either Saturday or Monday morning for 
the purpose of reaching a definite con- 
clusion regarding the matter. 

Even if the thirty-year franchise passes 
council it remains to be seen whether the 
mayor will approve it. He has stood for 
twenty-one-year grants since Ke has been 
in Office. but when the application for 
franchise was filed with council he seem- 
ed pleased at the prospect of having com- 
petition in electric lights. It may be that 
he will make an exception in the present 
instance and sign the proposed ordinance.

The President’s Pen. 


Philadelphia Record: It appears thaf 
there was a great deal of rivalry for 
possession of the pen with which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed the Philippine bill. 
Senator Lodge, the putative parent of 
this much mutilated legislative bantling, 
wanted the pen, and so did Leon W. 
Pepperman, secretary of the Philippine 
civil service commission. But the suc- 
cessful competitor was Senor Buenca- 
mino, a ‘former member of Aguinaldo's 
cabinet, and now a well-salaried civil 
service commissioner at Manila. It is to 


service commission find 
in Washington, at a distance of 6,006 
miles from the archipelago, the most 
convenient place for the exercise of their 
functions and the enjoyment of their 
salaries. 

This brings back the question not as to 
the value of the pen, but as to the real 
worth of the bill as a measure for con- 
ferring a modicum of self-government 
on the Filipinos. It has been assumed 
that the bill provides for a government 
in the islands much after the pattern of 
the territorial government in Porto Rico 
This is an egregious mistake. ‘The pro- 
visions purporting to create a legislature 
are so hedged about with conditions that 
it may be years before ‘the existence of 
that body will be realized. Its creation 
will depend, like almost everything else 
in the archipelago, upon the sovereign 
will and pleasure of the Taft commission. 

In the first place, the commission is to 
decide when ‘the present insurrection 
has ceased in the islands’’ and when ‘‘a 
general and complete peice reigns there.’ 
Next, if the president shall find the com- 
mission's report satisfactory on 
score, he is to order a census of the 
archipelago. Two years after the com- 
pletion and publication of the census the 
president is to direct the commission t9 
hold an election, provided that the con- 
dition of ‘‘general and complete peace” 
still exists and that the commission cer- 
tifies to the fact. The election for the 
lower house of the legislature is then to

tions which the commission shall pre- 
scribe. While the commission itself is to 
constitute the upper house, or senate, 
thus beautifully combining the legislative 
and the executive authority, the lower 
house is to consist of npt more than one 
hundred nor less than fifty members, or 
one for emch province, excepting the 
districts inhabited by the Moros .and 
other heathen tribes. 

This act. signed by the president's pre- 
clous pen, provides in fact. for nothing 
more or less than the “government of 
the Philippines.’’ by which is to be un- 
derstood the Philippine commission. A 
more deceptive pretense of conferring 
self-government on the inhabitants could 
hardiv have been conceived. The com- 
mission remains as before the only gov- 
erning power on the islands, and the only 
legislature so long as it may not choose 
to shore its law-making functions with 
a native assembly. To the commission 
belongs the power of disposing of all 
the agricultural, forest and mineral lands 
of the archipelago, with the consent of the 
president. The president is to lay the 
acts of the commission in regard to the 
public lands before congress, and if con- 
gress shall not repeal or modify the same 
in the session to which they may be sub- 
mitted they are to have the force of law 
for the archipelago. 

Under pretense of applying the home- 
stead laws of the United States to the 
Philippines this bill perpetrates a great 
wrong upon the inhabitants. While no 
individual can obtain a homestead of 
more than sixteen hectares, or about fifty 
acres. an ‘“‘agricultural corporation” mav 
purchase or lease tracts of 1,024 hectares 
or 3.069 acres. There is a provision that 
no person shall hold shares in more than 
one of these agricultural corporations. 
But everybody knows how easy that nro- 
vision can be evaded or neglected. This 
method fomexploiting the agricultural and 
forest lands of the Filipinos bv greedy 
corporations is In keeping with the char- 
acter of the present congress as a sery- 
ant of the trysts. 

The upshot is that this illusory bill 
to endow the Filipinos with self-govern-

Wumber of Changes Made in Teach- 
ing Force—Board Has No Money 
Zo Give for Exhibit, but 

g To Pay 
Drayage.

A provision was made by the board of 
education at its meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon in acconiance with which every 
pupil who enters the public schools of 
the city this fall will be required to pre- 
pent a certificate signed by parent or 
guardian which shall show that during 
the thirty days preceding the child has 
not been subjected to either scarlet fever, 
Bmall pox, dyphtheria or measles. 

Certificate blanks will be prepared by 
the board of educatign and will be issued 
at the schools on the opening day to 
ali pupils. These must be réturned by 
the third day or the pupil will be ex- 
cluded from the schools. Children who 
have been exposed to small pox will not 
be allowed to return to the schools in 
eighteen days, those who have been ex- 
posed to measles will be excluded for 
Sixteen days. Exposure to scarlet fever 
will exclude for fourteen days and ex- 
posure to dyphtheria twelve. 

The board also amended the rules so as 
to make the second Monday in Septem- 
ber the time for the opening of the fall 
term. This was done to provide two 
weeks for the normal work. In accord- 
ance with this change the schools will 
open for this year on September 8. 

' Changes in Teaching Force. 
“Yesterday's meeting was the last the 
boafd will hold before the opening of the 
schools and, consequently, many matters 
of detail were disposed of. A number of 
changes in the teaching force were made, 
the chief of which were the election of 
Miss Pearl Rumph as teacher of the 
third grade of Calhoun street school, the 
promotion of Miss Susie Battle, assistant 
principal of Marietta street school, to a 
position in the Girls’ High school, and 
the promotion of Miss Leila Lupo, of the 
seventh grai> of Marietta street school, 
to be assistant principal of the Marietta 
street school. 

Mise Jewell Randall, a supernumerary, 
was elected teacher of the third grade B 
of Walker street school, and Miss Lois 
Hednett, another supernumerary, was 
elected teacher of the third grade of 
West End echool.

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SHOWERS AHBAD 
SAYS FORECASTER 


Rain Predicted for Today by Weather 
Forecaster Marbury. 


VERY LOW TEMPERATURES 


From 6 O’Clock Wednesday After- 
noon to 6 Yesterday Afternoon, , 
1.14 Inches of Rain.Were 
Recorded—Mean Tem- 
perature 65. 


It will be safe to carry an umbrella 
today, as showers are looked for by offi- 
cials of the weather bureau. 

The feature of the twelve hours ending 
at 7 o'clock last night was the mean tem- 
perature of 65 degrees. The highest tem- 
perature was 68 and the lowest 62, and 
in consequence a range of only 6 degrees. 
This is unusual] at this period, as is 
proved by the fact that the average or 
normal mean temperature for _ this 
same day is 74 =degrees, with a 
range of 20 degrees. This nor- 
mal temperature is based on tak- 
ing an average 
three years, during which time the offi- 
cial records have been taken in Atlanta. 

For the twelve hours ending at 7 
o'clock last evening the rainfall in At- 
lanta amounted to .78, and for the twen- 
ty-four hours ending at the same time 
1.14 inches. While this rain will be of 
material benefit to such crops as hay, 
peas and sweet potatoes and in the mat- 
ter of softening up the soil for the sow- 
ing of turnip seed and fall wheat, it 
comes too late to be of help to the cotton 
crop. In fact; according to Forecaster 
Marbury, it will discolor the cotton now 
open and ready for picking and be a 
detriment. Corn in the uplands is re- 
ported generally burned out beyond re- 
demption except in a very few favored 
localities, but the corn in the bottom 
lands,- which was beginning to feel the 
effects of the long drought, will be ma- 


terially benefited. - 
There was nothing that touched of the 


sensational in the reports received from 


all over the country last night. Showers 


were general in a portion of North Car- 


clina, practically all over South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Alabama and part of 
Tennessee. So far as reported last night, 
Atlanta and Savannah scored the 
heaviest rainfalls, but as some of the 
substations in the Atlanta district will 
not be reported until morning these may 


change the position held by the two 


cities named. While not officially re- 
ported it is expected that the news from 
Rome in the morning will show a heavy 
fall of rain. 

An electrical storm was Vicksburg’s 
share in fhe day’s weather, with noth- 
ing phenomenal reported. Central Texas 
showed the highest temperature reported, 
being that of 78 degrees. 

In the general forecast nothing sensa- 
tional is indicated in the weather for 
any part of the country.

These sorrowing friends doted on decora- 
tive scrolls, those upon ornamental let-

that grand iron-fenced inclosure leaves 
the selection of flowers to the gardener. 

Let him who gazes at at the innumer- 
able monuments of stone and marble 
fail to exclaim, “Behold the city of the 
dead!’ Rather let him muse on this 
curmlous description of the surviving mul- 
titude. This inartistic and conglomerate 
mass of ugly slabs voices their sentiment 
ard picture them alone. 

These are their crude and primitive de- 
vices.

TRIED BY JURY 


Governor Candler Is Determined That 
He Shall Be Punished, 


SOLICITOR GIVEN EVIDENCE 


According to the Law, the Sheriff 
May Be Fined for Contempt or 
Removed from Office if 
He Is Found Guilty 
of Charge. 


Governor Candler is determined that 
Sheriff B. E. Higgs, of Montgomery 
county, shall be puhished for his failure 
to turn over the pardon papers of Convict 
W.’B. Freeman, who was confined in 
the camp of J. W. Callahan. With this 
end in view, he has written Solicitor 
John F. Delacey, of the Oconee circuit, 
giving him instructions to push the case 
against Sheriff Higgs. 

In the letter he reviews the evidence 
which was iiftroduced before the prison 
commission on Wednesday and which 
proved conclusively that the delay in 
the pardon was due to the fact that it 
had been held by Sheriff Higgs and not 
turned over until nearly a month after 
he had received it. The history of the 
case is well known. Freeman had been 
convicted in Montgomery county and 
sent to the camp of J. W. Callahan, in 
Early county. Later the pardon board 
took up his case and he was pardoned. 
The papers were mailed promptly, but 
Sheriff Higgs did not turn them over, 
although several requests were made of 
him to do so. It was then that Warden 
Moore was sent to the camp to make 
an investigation. When he arrived the 
papers had been received and Freeman 
released. At the hearing before the 
prison commission it was conclusively 
shown that Mr. Callahan was in no way 
to blame. - 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
Governor Candler said: 

“The law is perfectly clear on the case, 
and Sheriff Higgs is plainly guilty of 
contempt or neglect of duty. It is in the 
province of the judge of the superior 
court to fine and reprimand him for con- 
tempt, or he may be removed from office 
by means of a trial by jury. I don't 
know. exactly what direction the author- 
ities of Montgomery county will give to 
the case.”

WEAK AND LOWER 


Reports of Light to Soaking Rains 
Caused Vigerous Selling. 


EUROPE AND SOUTH SOLD 


Closed 8 to 22 Points Lower—Oats 
Gained a Small Fraction—Other 
Markets Closed Lower—An- 
imation Lacking in 
Stock Siarket.

New York, August 28.—The cotton market 
opened weak with: prices 5 to 10 points lower 
under vigorous selling of long cotton by 
the commission houses and some of the more 
daring bear operators, all brought on by 
reports of light to soaking rains over impor- 
tant sections of the central and eastern bel-. 
A forecast for continued precipitation tonight 
and tomorrow over this country, and possibly 
over the northern portion of the western beit 
with very disappointing Liverpool cables, help- 
ed to weigh down the early market. Not long 
after the call, however, Wall street bid the 
whole list up with a rush, the near months 
not stopping until a net advance of 3 to 5 
points was recorded, while the distant months 
worked nearly up to the final bids of yesterday. 
There were frequent sharp fluctuations during 
the balance of the session, but the generai 
tendency was downward under persistent sel!- 
ing by commission houses, longs and absence 
of public buying, which heretofore has been an 
important factor, The late rainfall bulle- 
tins gave more general and extensive rains 
than the earlier reports had indicated, and the 
private wires stated that thie moisture wouli 
greatiy benefit the parched crop. Near the 
close Furope, the south and smaller longs 
sold, bull leaders gave some support, but made 
little atternpt to rally prices. August dropped 
from 8.67 to 8.40 in the absence of strong 
support. The cloee was steady with prices 
net 8 to 22 points lower. Total sales es- 
timated at +Ov, bales, or less than half 
the business reported yesterday. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orlean«. August 28.--With August con- 
tracts selling at 8.25 and factors asking 8.62% 
for spot cotton, there was small inducement 
for buyers to operate freely. There was some 
demand, but buyers, as a rule, were bidding 
vell below the level for board figuree, encour- 
aged iIn/this line of action not only by the 
shar ecline in contracts, but as well by the 
ingiosition of the trade on the other side of 
a4 ocean to respond adequately to the re- 
cent big advances here and at New York. 
Liverpool was up only 1!-32d today on spots 
and but 1-64d to 2-64 on delivéries, and 
spinners were-not buying freely. Sales 825 
bales, including 400 to arrive. Quotations 
unchanged. 

In the market for contracts there was de- 
cidedly less activity than yesterday. However. 
trading was quite brisk in September, October, 
Decem_.-c and January. The action was un- 
remitting and large, comprising in great part 
the execution of orders from the southern in- 
terior, but embodying also a fair share of 
trading for New York account and no little 
floor work on quick turns for small profits. 
The bears had all the best of the argument 
today, however, and kept the buils pretty 
well on the run. . At one time, shortly after 
the opening, the local bulls, materially as- 
sisted by their New York brethren, managed 
to effect a recovery of a few points, but thev 
eoon Jost their vantage ground and thereaf- 
ter, while numerous slight upward fluctuations 
were noted, the trend was toward a distanctly 
lower level. On the opening call August drop- 
ped {1 points, September 8 and 3 to 4 points 
on the other positions. Immediately after the 
call August was forced down 10 points addi- 
tional, while the other months, after recover- 
ing and moving up 5 to 10 points, on Wall 
etreet’s prediction of 70 as the bureau's 
probable estimate of the August condition. 
fell away to the extent of 10 to I2 points. 
Thereafter prices fluctuated rapidly, and at the 
close showed net losses of 26 points on August 
and 13 to 14 points on the other months, 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, August 28.—The demand from 
the home trade for cotton goods is improving 
in staple lines and the tone for brown and 
coaree colored cottons is gradually gathering 
strength. Print,cloths are firm with sellers 
disinclined to do business at previous prices.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 28.—Liverpool received 
advices of scattered showers in Texas last 
evening from their buyers, and of the gen- 
eral showers in the eastern section of the 
cotton belt. Instead of opening from 3 to 
5 points better on our advices their market 
was practically unchanged, and it was not un- 
til the arbitrage brokers sent orders from 
here that there was any decided .improvement. 
Here these rains caused selling, and the ar- 
bitrage sales were absorbed by pool brokers, 
who must have bought fully 50,000 bales 
during the first hour. Judging from the 
crop deterioration reports as published, the 
bureau report will be quite as low as an- 
ticipated.

New Orleans, August 28.—Liverpool advices 
were discouraging, consequently our market 
opened 8 to |! pointe lower on near and 3 
to 4 points on late, but subsequently ad- 
vanced 5 to 6 points on fresh buying predicat- 
ed on bullish Avfrust crop report issued today 
by The New York Journal of Commerce. Later 
in the session, however, it was ascertaine:l 
that raine were general in ghe valley and 
Atlantic states and that the drought was 
broken in every state with the exception of 
Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 

New York, August 28.—There was a con- 
siderable contraction of business in the stock 
market today and the animation which has 
been shown on previous days of this week was 
lacking. The speculative disappointment 
caused by yesterday's reduction of the dividend 
on Reading first preferred and the anxiety 
over the continued depletion of banking re- 
serves through the interior demand for cur- 
rency were responsible for the pause in the 
speculative activity. It was apparent that 
some eharp losses were incurred by the plung- 
ing in Reading yesterday before the dividend re- 
duction was announced and on Atchison the 
day before, previous to the report of the 
shrinkage in July net earnings. There was 
some further selling in these etocks today 
and Illinois Central reacted sharply from yes- 
terday’s show of strength, After the pressure 
to sell by disgusted holders on margin had 
relaxed, prices were pushed up here and there 
with a rather sustaining effect on the rest of 
the market. No stocks of the first grade 
were concerned in this movement, which was 
confined to minor railroad stocks and to some 
rarely active specialties, notably the gas 
stocks and the express stocks. Talk of 
solidation accompanied the rise in both cas¢s. 
Sloss-Sheffield Steel’s strong rise wae unex- 
plained. The upward movement in Canadian Pa- 
cific seemed to be due to reports of the reduc- 
tion of the company’s land grant bonds. The 
Toledo, St. Louis and Western stocks, the 
Wisconsin Central etocks and the St. Joseph 
and Grand Island stocks enjoyed the benefit 
of the revival of the old rumors of absorp- 
tion by stronger interests. Colorado Fuel’s 
early break on the proclamation of renewed 
hostilities between the contending interests in 
the property wae followed by a viorent recov- 
ery and again by reaction. The undertone 
of the market was décicedly improved after the 
early pressure relaxed, but there was no dis- 
position toward the revival of enthusiasm wiia 
which stocks have recentiy peen bought. The 
improved feeling was partly due to the reports 
current of measures in contemplation for the 
relief of the financial situation, A report wae 
formulated that the large banks were con- 
cocting measures to secure by purchase or 
borrowing a sufficient increase in holdings of 
government bonds to enable them to expand 
their note circulation to a substantial de- 
gree. It is hoped that the bank notes can 
be ehipped to tne interior to meet the demand 
for circulation and thus afford protection to 
the reserves of lawful money witn the banks. 
It was asserted that preparation had beea 
made by the treasury department to supply 
promptly the demand for new bank notes, 
which is supplied very slowly as a rule, ow- 
ing to the time consumed in engraving and 
printing notes. It has been supposed that 
the available supply of government bonds had 
been pretty wel] swept off the market, but 
the belief that .the available means for re- 
leasing surplus government funds to the mar- 
ket have about been exhausted has stimulated 
efforts to find other means of relief. The de- 
posits at the geubtreasury for transfer to the 
interior today amounted to $400,000, of 
which $200,000 were for New Orleans and 
$200,000 for San Francisco. Without count- 
ing the day’s operations the subtreasury has 
absorbed from the market since last Friday 
»v.2/2,000 The movement of _— currerfcy 
through the regular express channele is be- 
lieved to have been heavily against New 
York also. It is evident therefore that speedy 
exhaustion of the margin of surplus reserves 
cf the clearing house banks is threatened.

ported; yet deliveries moved up about 2 points 
while spots rose [-32d with sales of 6,000 
bales.

The Journal o 
Commerce comes out with a report of 7f, 
while Mr. Price comes out with a condition 
of 70%. There were still cries of ex- 
tremely hot weather in Texas, and temper- 
atures ranged from 98 to 106. One important 
feature was observable, which was, that as 
e00n as the Wal! street support was with- 
drawn, prices settled back and realizing by 
small longs took place. Until more is known 
as to whether the rains were beneficial or noc 
we would advise a little caution in buying, 
except on good breaks. 

Stocks—Weather news in the grain belt was 
all that could be desired, and news from 
the coal etrike is unchanged. It is evident 
that coal mining has been resumed and now 
that the opening wedge has been introduced, 
it is likely that the strike will soon collapse. 
No news regarding the Southern railway was 
obtainable, . Americans in London were irreg- 
ular, London buying on balance about 15,000 
shares. Price movements were again irregu- 
lar. In the early dealings heavy sales 
were noted throughout the market, which was 
regarded as liquidation by westerners, and most 
or the selling reflected — this. Conspicuous 
features -in the industrial list were Colorady 
Fuel and Iron and tbe local gas. stocks. 
There was no news or gossip of novelty in 
connection with the moves in any of the rail- 
way jist. 

Wheat—Long wheat came out at the start on 
fine conditions in the northwest and decided 
weakness abroad. Receipts were larger in the 
northwest and they promise to run big. There 
was a little commission house buying of Sep- 
tember around 70Oc, but trade generally was 
light, as the cash and export business re- 
strained the bears to some extent. The foreign 
position has weakened perceptibly and we 
think that unless they change soon may 
look for lower values. 

Corn—Receipts were again light, but weather 
conditions were vastly improved with the pros- 
pects of higher temperatures. Advices from 
the southwest were quite bearish, and re- 
eulted in considerable liquidation, while there 
was selling for foreign account. Receipts of 
old corn are likely to show up larger next 
wek and we maintain that present values can- 
not be maintained. Sales on the hard spots 
are more tha apt to prove profitable. 

Oats weakened with wheat and corn, and 
while receipts were light, the movement is 
bound to increase with the hmproved weather. 
What little strength appeared was brought 
about by buying for: account of local shorts. 

Provisions were weak in sympathy with 
grain and lower prices of hogs at the yards. 
Lard was quite heavy and freely offered. Ar- 
mour bought pork, but outsiders were in- 
clined to realize. With a smaller supply of 
hogs, as is so much talked of, values of prod- 
ucts will strengthen.

GET BETTER PAY 


Southern Announces an In- 
crease in Salaries of Shop 
Employees. 


WORK TO BEGIN ON NEW 
ROAD FROM COLUMBUS 


Lunch Given on Southern’s New 
Diner—Passenger Men Return 
and Freight Men Leave the 
City — Other Railway 
News of Interest. 


The Southern has agreed to increase 
the wages of its machinists, blacksmiths 
and boiler makers and to grant certain 
other concessions that have been request- 
ed by the shopmen. 

This will be welcome news in Atlanta, 
as it will affect a large number of the 
employees of the road in this city. The 
increase varies in the different depart- 
ments,’ but it is understood that the em- 
ployees get all they asked for, and that 
the negotiations were entirely friendly 
throughout. The facts concerning the in- 
crease are told in the fellowing dispatch 
from Washington: 

Washington, August 28.—The Southern 
railway has increased the wages of the 
machinists and boiler makers employed 
on its system. 

The apprentice system is to be regulated 
on a basis of one apprentice to five jour- 
neéymen; time and one-half is to be al- 
lowed for all over time, including Sun- 
days and holidays, and also for work 
On the road away from home. 

Committees representing employees of 
the road recently have been in conference 
with the officials of the company, and the 
latter's action’. has met with general 
satisfaction. 


Construction Begins Soon. | 
Savannah, Ga., August 28.—The an- 
nouncement was made today on the au- 
thority of W. H. Hawkins, president of 
the Columbus, Eufaula and Gulf rail- 
way, that arrangements have been com- 
pleted for the extension of that road from 
Columbus, Ga., to St. Andrews Bay, Fla. 
President Hawkins haus been here two 
days in consultation with northern and 
Savannah capitalists. The plans of the 
corporation will probably be made public 
in New Yorh next week. 

The new road will be 199 miles long, 
and the building will cost about $150,000 
a mile. It will run for 130 miles through 
a forest of virgin timber, in which an 
ax has never been put. This is said to 
be the largest untouched pine forest in 
the south. It will be worked for both 
turpentine and timber. 

The work of construction is to be com- 
menced between September 15 and Octo- 
ber 1, and it is\to be completed in one 
year. The majority of the capftal needed 
will be furnished by capitalists of Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Florida,

District Passenger Agent J. C. Beam, 
of the Southern, gave a lunch to a small 
party compésed chiefly of newspaper peo- 
ple on the Southern’'s elegant new electric 
lighted diner, No. 121, yesterday at noon. 

This car, which was constructed ac- 
cording to the ideas of Superintendent of 
Dining Car Service Burrows, of the South- 
ern, is now making its first runs on the 
Washington and Southwestern Limited, 
and is attracting a great deal of atten- 
tion. 

It is the first diner equipped with elec- 
tric lights and fans to be put into regular 
sefvice through Atlanta, and is conse- 
quently the cause of much interest when- 
ever it is in the car shed. It is the in- 
tention of the Southern to immediately 
equip all its diners in a like manner, as 
the road has announced that it will make 
its dining car service the peer of that 
furnished by any road in the country, 

The other diners are being sent to the 
shops as fast as they can be spared from 
the line, and it is thought that within

LA. FONTAINE NOT DEAD 


How He Was Wounded and Went 


Home to Canada. 
(From The New York Tribune.) 
Bangor, Me., August 23.—(Special.)— 
Peter La Fontaine, the French Canadian 


poacher for whom the game wardens of | 


Maine have hunted in vain for years, and 
for whom they entertain a wholesome 
fear, is alive and well, notwithstanding 
the various reports that he had died of 
gunshot wounds inflicted last March by 
Warden, Herbert Templeton, who, in 
company with Warden Houston, surprised 
the poacher at his camp near Turner 
Pond and fired before he could touch a 
trigger. It is known and admitted by the 
wardens that La Fontaine has been in 
Maine since he was shot, but, while the 
wardens say that he remained only long 
enough to gather up his traps and get 
back over the border, men who have just 
returned from the region north of Moose- 
head lake say that he did not go back 
to Canada, but is still in Maine and 
plying his former vocation with as much 

boldness and svccéss as before. 
ev a trap has been laid for La 
Fontaine, and many a long chase the 
wardens had given tien, but all in vain, 
until last winter the game commissioners, 
having received news that the poacher 
was killing many beaver in the region 
around Baker lake, detailed Warden 
Templeton to go into*that country and 
capture him at ‘whatever cost.

was joined. by Warden Houston. This 
was early in March, and oy the 19th of 
that month, after many miles of travel 
on snow shoes, the two arrived at a 
lumber camp where La Fontaine had 
passed a few hours previously. They 
pushed on and soon came upon his trail, 
which was easily followed on account of 
a@ soft snow that was falling and the 
fact that he was drawing a handsled., 

At dusk La Fontaine went into camp 
in a shack on the bank of a brook near 
Turner pond, and while he prepared his 
Supper the wardens lay concealed behind 
scme bushes near by. When the smoke 
from the shack had died away, and it 
Was evident that La Fontaine had turned 
in for the night, the wardens crept up and, 
quickly throwing open the shack door. 
surprised Peter as he lay upon his couch 
of boughs and blankets with his feet to 
the embers of his fire. As Templeton, who 
stood in the doorway, afterwards de- 
scribed the meeting, La Fontaine, whose 
quick ear had caught the sound of the 
latch as it was lifted, had sprung from 
hi couch and was upon h& knees, rifle in 
hand, when Templeton’s revolver covered 
him. - Before he had time to press the 
trigger Templeton fired, the bullet pass- 
ing in at the breast above the heart and 
out back of the shoulder blade. 

The scene of the shooting was far from 
any civilized spot in Maine, but near to 
the Canadian border, and as, in the judg- 
ment of the wardens, La Fontaine could 
not survive the journey to Moosehead lake 
on a tote sled, the only available or prac- 
ticable means of conveyance, it was to 
take him to a lumber camp near by, 
whence he might have fairly comfortable 
passage on a woods team over the bosder 
to his home in St. Francis, province of 
Quebec. He seemed to be badly wounded 
and he shared the opinion of his captors 
that he would die, and under those condi- 
tions it was concluded better to send him 
home to his family than to bring his 
corpse through the wilderness to Moose- 
head lake. 

So Peter La Fontaine, bundled up in 
blankets and counting his rosary beads 
as he munrbled prayers over them, went 
home on a tote team to St. Francis, ac- 
companied by loggers who knew him and 
were friendly to him, and that was the 
last seen or heard of the famous poacher 
for many weeks—until the snows had van- 
ished from the deep woods and the ice 
had gone from the lakes and streams. 
The wardens thought that he would be 
long in recovering from his wound, if he 
recovered at all. and they sincerely hoped 
that he would stay in Canada and trouble 
them no more. It was reported from 
across the line that IL41 Fontaine himeelf 
had said that he was tired of fighting the 
officers, and that he would never return 
to Maine. and this news was heard wit’: 
= and satisfaction by the authori- 
ties. 

But there appears to have been some 
mistake -about it all.

very serious, for it is known that he 
was back in the Baker lake region early 
in the summer, accompanied by one or 
two friends. The wardens say that he 
came, with one man to help him, gathered 
up his traps and went back to Canada, 


saying that he was done with poaching 


and that he intended to settle down on 
his farm in St.. Francis, there to spend 
his remaining days in peace and plenty— 
plenty assuredly, for he has property 
worth $20,000. On the other hand, the 
woodsmen and others who come down 
from the Baker lake country to North- 
west Carry, at the head of Moosehead 
lake, declare that La Fontaine came 
months ago, mee erate by his son and 
another man, and tnat he ts again at his 
old tricks, in open defiance of the law. 

Whether or not La Fontaine is back ifn 
Maine is a question that can be settled 
only by another expedition after him. In 
the opinion of some woodsmen the war- 
dens will not go after the poacher again 
in a hurry. They intimate that the quest 
would be even more dangerous than be- 
fore, now that the poacher has been 
warned of the intentions of the authori- 
ties, and his hostility to the officers in- 
tensified by the sting of Templeton’s bul- 
let. The wardens have long regarded La 
Fontaine as a most dangerous man, and 
they will not take any chances with him. 
He is known to be a dead shot. and is 
considered to be the most akillful man in 
all thé north country in all the tricks and 
accomplishments of woodcraft. He was 
born and brought up in the wilderness. 
and there is nothing in the book of nature 
that he has not learned by heart. He 
knows every animal's habits, the ways 
of birds and fishes, the courses of every 
stream, the complicated network of 
forest paths and trails—@ puzzle-to most 
men—is all plain to him, and to his eyes 
the very trees and rocks are familiar as 
the faces of old friends. T is the ex- 
planation of .his marvelous facility of 
eluding those sent in pursuit of him. Add 
to all this knowledge a fearless spirft. 
surprising strength and agilitv and an 
aim as true and quick as lightning, and it 
is easy to understand whv he is admired 
by the backwoodsmen and feared by the 
game wardens. 

La Fontaine is a man of me 
stature. lean and muscular. weighing 
about 16 pounds, fairly good looking, 
naturally bright and possessed of some 
little education. His native tongue fs the

corrupt French of lower Quebec, and he 


ran make himself readily understood in 
Fo-glish. He makes no denial of the 
‘large of poaching. but will not admit 
that he commits any crime when he 
shoots or traps what he likes in the 
woods ef Maine. He holdy with the In- 
dians,. that the came belongs to the nen- 
ple, and that the state has ro right to 
forbid the people enjfoving the benefits 
that God has spread before them. That 
is Peter La Fontaine's defense. and if 
the prosécution is to prevail against him 
the opening argument must be made in 
the open court of the northern woods.

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Church Not Completed. 


Rev. J. C. Solomon, pastor of the 
Woodward Avenue Baptist church, wh; 
seen yesterday, and in speaking of the 
new church and of the account of the 
building as, published in Monday’s issue 
of The Constitution, said that he wishe4 
to add some things that might have been 
said and make a few corrections. 

“In the first place,” he said, “we need 
about $2,000 more to complete the build- 
ing and fit it for occupancy. The main 
auditorium will aave a seating capacity 
of about 500 and the Sunday school room, 
which has not yet been completed, will 
seat nearly or quite as many as the 
main building. 

“There are many things that need to 
be done to the buflding before it is en- 
tirely ready for occupancy. ‘The interior 
of the church is yet very rovgh, as it 
has not been celled, and the flooring is 
still of rough material. We ‘ave not 
yet put in the soft cushioned pews or 
the pulpit furniture. The rplans have 
been changed as to the baptistry and It fs 
not In the new house. 

“I could heartily wish that the building 
was entirely finished, and that we had 
a handsome pipe organ installed, but we 
have considerable work to do before all 
is in readiness for its occupancy.” - 
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
